Morton’s accept- 
ance came today. Representations were 
made te him.that practically the entire New 
York delegation was united in his behalf. 
Cornelius: N. Bliss and his followers were 
disposed to object to Mr. Morton going on the 
ticket, fearing its efféct on their own polit- 
ical fortunes, but they could not-very well 
make an open remonstrance. and so the 
telegrams sent to Gov; Morton were in effect 
those of the entire Empire State delegation.

Tolerate Equivocation. 


TELLS WNAT IS WANTED. 


Yellow Metal Standard Must Not 
Be Discontinued. 


NO ALLEGIANCE TO SILVER. 


Jamieson Is Elected to Be National 
Committeeman, ’ 


GOV. OGLESBY IS MADE CHAIRMAN, 


Resolved, That the Representative 
of Illinois on the Committee on Reso- 
lutions is requested to advocate a res~- 
olation which shall explicitly declare 
im favor of the existing gold standard 
and the use of silver to the extent only 
that its parity with gold can be main- 
tained. 

We favor a declaration for the fur- 
ther coinage of silwer whenever an 
agreement for its use by the leading 
commercial nations of the world can 
be arrived at, but we are unalterably 
opposed to the free coinage of silver 
under the present conditions. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—[{Special.}—Thus 
speaks the Illinois delegation to the Repub- 
lican National convention of 1896 on the cur- 
rency issue. 

No straddle, no room for qualification or 
equivocation—plain, straight, manly stand 
for an honest dollar, and a straightforward 
declaration against a dishonest subterfuge. 

This result was reached after an hour's 
discussion in the caucus of the Illinois dele- 
gation this afternoon. 

The sentiment was practically unanimous 
for the resolution, only six votes being re- 
corded against it when the roll was called.

“T believe the time has come,” said Mad- 
den, “‘ when the people of the United States 
expect a frank expression on this subject 
from the great political parties. I believe it 
ought to be made so clear that everybody 
can understand, so the people of New York 
would not construe it one way and the people 
beyond the Rocky Mountains another way. 
While we are all anxious to get every vote 
that is possible for our party, I do not be- 
lieve that we can afford to disappoint the 
people of the United States in this manner 
by .adopting a halting or half-hearted ex- 
pression.

lutions committee that way it will be a mis- 
take, in my -opinion.

“There |! been other conventions be- 
sides this convention of the Republican 
party,” said Judge Snapp. “In 1888, I re- 
member, our convention denounced .the ef- 
forts of the Democrats to demoneti4e silver. 
I would like to know when the 'single gold 
standard became a principle of the Repub- 
lican party. I believe the Republicans of 
the State are in favor of the use of gold and 
silver both. In my locality there are lots and 
lots of Republicans who feel what Mr. Jones 
says his people feel. The word ‘ gold’ com- 
mits us to a single standard, in my judg- 
ment.’’ 

“IT think the Republican party pught in 
all its announcements and expressions to be 
so clear and definite,’’ said Humphrey, “ and 
so free from uncertainty, that Republican 
speakers can all be heard without conflict. 
Let us say something on which we will 
agree.”’ 

“* Republican conventions have all de- 
claréd for sound money. We will agreé to 
that. But the Democrats of Virginia have 
declared for sound money and also for free 
coinage of silver. 7 

“Gentlemen, the people are getting tired 
of catch phrases, and want something more 
definite on which to hang a principle.. I live 
in Springfield. I am the Chairman of the 
County committee, and am close to the pol- 
itics of the county. We have made a close 
poll of our county. Scores and hundreds of 
voters of the country have talked to me on 
this question, and only one of the party has 
asked me to favor silver. Scorés of busi- 
ness-men, many bankers, dozens of Demo- 
crats want the present standard maintained. 
and they want gold—g-o-l-d. We will gain 
nothing from the free silver Democrats: 
the sound money Democrats are with us. 

“ The Republican party has been rich in 
great occasions. It has usually been 
prompt in accepting them. Now we have 
come, my friends, to the meeting of the 
ways. We must take one course or the 
other. We have everything to gain and 
nothing to lose by saying just what we 
mean on the question—that is, gald.”’ 


Fifer Declares for Gold. 

At this point Gov. Fifer stated-that if there 
was to be any more discussion on the sub- 
ject he would have to retire and permit an 
alternate to take his place. He stated that 
he had an important engagement with the 
National committee and must Keep it. The 
privilege was accorded him of recording his 
vote on the question in advancé. He asked 
to be recorded in favor of gold. 

On demand of Conway the resolution was 
read again, and by unanimous consent the 
parenthetic words erased from the original 
resolution were added. ; 

“I want to know,” said Judge Hamlin, “ if 
any gentleman can give a reason for the 
adoption of any systém of currency other 
than we have had for the last twenty years. 
Is there anybody against gold, silver, and 
paper? I insist that it is not cowardly to 
make a plain statement that we favor gold, 
that we favor silver, that we favor paper. 
This convention will not formulate a plat- 
form alone for the men engaged in the bank- 
ing business, nor formulate a platform for 
the money-lenders of Europe. The farmers 
and producers of Illinois are a little con- 
cerned, but they are concerned that silver 
be a part of the circulating medium of the 
country. Illinois has spoken in favor of the 
parity of these mediums of exchange. In4i- 
ena has spoken, Ohio has spoken, the West 
has spoken, and all favor gold, silver, and 
paper ata parity. It is no misleading state- 
ment to say that we favor these three 
mediums of exchange. My judgment is that 
you willemake a mistake when you attempt 
to create gold as the sole medium of ex- 
change.” | 

All for All Kinds. 


“It seems to me,” said Gen. Henderson, 
“that this resolution merely provides for 
what we have been doing and the Repub- 
lican party has been promising the country 
to do since 1879. Weare all in favor of gold; 
all in favor of silver, maintained at a parity 
with'gold. I favor continuing the greenback 
as part of the circulating medium of the 
country. Gold has been the standard of the 
country for half a century, and ought to be 
continued until we can arive at an arrange- 
ment with other nations. Let/us declare ex- 
actly what we mean. If we mean to main- 
tain silver and paper at a parity with go!d, 
why not gay so?” : 

“I believe that the Republican party al- 
Ways can afford to be right,” said Mce- 
Dougall. “ It ought to be right now, even if 
it should result in defeat. 1 am as anxious 
as anybody else that there should be no 
misunderstanding as to our views on this 
question. Ree 

“ The people ought to know what we mean 
by sound or honest money. I want to say 
that the party that retires greenbacks or 
interferes with the lawful finances as they 
now exist will be heard and rightly heard. 
‘We don’t want silver to become a debased 
part of the currency of the country. 

“Now, if we were sending Mr. Nixon to 
represent us of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions I don’t think it would be necessary 
to instruct him on protection. We would 
know that he would frame a plank entirely 
satisfactory to us, and so far as this cur- 
rency question is concerned'I am entirely 
willing to entrust our representative on the 
Resolutions committee. He is one of the 
most : men in the State, if not 
in the country, and it seems to me he can 
be safely trusted to do the right thing on 
this occasion.” PR

Favors the Resolution, 


“It might seem indelicate in me,” said 
Patterson, “‘ to say anything on this subject. 
1 will cheerfully assent to any request made 
by the delegates on this or amy other subject. 
1 recognize that there are forty-seven intelli- 
gent, good men, whose judgment should be 
deferred to by any one member of the delega- 
tion. Iam on the Committee on Resolutions 
to represent as clearly as possible the views 
of a majority of the Illinois delegation. But 
as a member of the delegation I believe I 
ought to say a word on this subject. Iam 
in accord, with my friend Nixon in his will- 
ingness to pass a tariff resolution that would 
be nearly satisfactory to him. 

‘‘The character of all the speeches made 

here this afternoon indicates that the dele- 
gates believe the resolution recommends the 
single gold standard, anditisnot fair to silver 
or paper. We favor gold, silver, or paper. No 
man has the hardihood to say he favors the 
retiring of silver. Speaking for myself, I 
favor the resolution as it stood with the 
erased phrase restored—as it stood origin- 
ally. 
‘There is no bugaboo about the gold 
standard. It is plain and explicit and gold 
is the money of redemption—it makes silver 
worth something. What objection can there 
be to indorsing the gold standard? People 
want us to be explicit. The question is, 
shall gold go in or stay out of the resolution? 
If gold stays out it will be conspicuous by 
its absence, and the enemy will say we are 
shirking the issue. 

“The Republican party never shirks an 
issue. It is a party of courage: a party of 
conviction and a party of principles. In the 
early day of the Abolition party some said 
they were for abolition some said they were 
not. When they said what they meant they 
won, We want to declare for gold as the ul- 
timate money of redemption. That's what 
itis now; we ail know it. 


How the Germans Stand. 


** Now, let’s have ‘Hamlet’ with Hamlet 
in the play. If we try to dodge, shirk, to 
shuffie, we are lost. We’ve got the Germans, 
we can get almost allof themif we meet this 
issue in a fair, honest, upright fashion. The 
Democratic Postmaster of Chicago and the 
editor of the Democratic German newspaper 
has not voted the Republican ticket to my 
certain knowledge for twenty years. He has 
openly stated that he will vote for McKinley 
and the Republican ticket if we come out 
squarely on this subject. Let us arise tothe 
emergency, and we cannot fail to win and by 
a big majority in the State.’’ 

Jones reiterated some of his statements 
and said the money changers had been heard 
from and had received instructions from 
them and he presumed that the delegates 
had, that the farmers and shop men and fac- 
tory hands had not been heard from.

“This is a grave question,” said nes, 
‘the resolution says nothing about een- 
backs, nothing comparatively of silver, and 
must be construed on a gold basis, silver re- 
tired, and greenbacks debased.”’ 

Whitney said he represented a part of 
Cook County in the Seventh Congressional 
District and was in the banking business:

We are all opposed to free coin- 
age of silver at the ratiooflétol. We have 
been discussing questions of terms and on 
that theory I offer the following sugges- 
tions: 

‘* We favor the existing standard of mone- 
tary values, which implies gold as an ele- 
ment of ultimate redemption. But we are 
opposed emphatically to the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 or any other 


ratio.”’ 
Substitute Is Offered. 


Engelhard offered a substitute for all the 
pending motions and resolutions, and advo- 
cated it in a few short remarks. It is as 
follows: 

“Pending an international agreement for 
the restoration of silver as primary money, 
to which action on the part of this govern- 
ment we pledge our earnest support, we favor 
the maintenance of the existing monetary 
standard, with such revision of our currency 
laws as shall provide a sufficient volume 
of money fér the legitimate demands of 
trade, but under such conditions and regula- 
tions only as shal) render at all times every 
dollar—whether of gold, silver, or paper—of 
equal and interconvertible value. We favor 
a currency system which conforms funda- 
mentally to the civilization of the age, and 
are therefore opposed, under existing con- 
ditions, to the free, unlimited, and independ- 
ent coinage of sliver.” 

There was a vote on the adoption of the sub- 
stitute, and it was defeated. Yeas, 8;

‘to the national convention. 


Illinois Delegates on Hand. 


The Illinois delegates are all in the city 
today excepting George Schneider of the 
Third District and John A. Kunz, his alter- 
nate, will vote in his place.

‘“‘ Republican principles,” said he, “‘ have 
been always the standard of the Nation, and 
the Republican national platform of 1896 
should be couched in such language as to 
need no equivocation, explanation, or qual- 
ification.

East Alone Is Solid. 


Except in the far East the States were un- 
deniably split up, and it is doubtful on the 
basis of elections made to the Resolutions 
committee whether the convention as at 
present constituted and without debate or 
powerful influence would vote for the gold 
standard. This is due to the fact that while 
several of the States by a majority vote de- 
clared unequivocally for gold their delegates 
will be afraid on the floor of the convention 
to vote for a straddle. 

The resolutions of the different State meet- 
ings today, however, were exceedingly en- 
couraging to the advocates of the gold stand- 
ard declaration, and when they are fully un- 
derstood it is believed the result will in- 
evitably be to secure the adoption of a plank 
in the platform nearly as strong as the most 
ardent gold advocates could desire. 

This has not been achieved without a bat- 
tle royal in almost all of the Western and 
Southern delegations., The Eastern States 
were, of course, as every one knows, rea- 
sonably solid for the gold declaration, but 
in the West it was different. Men who ex- 
pected to be candidates at the ensuing elec- 
tion were, according to the traditions of 
their class, exceedingly anxious to secure a 
dubious resolution. They knew that they 
must get on the stump with some kind of a 
financial declaration back of them and they 
desired to arrange matters in such a way 
that they could modify their interpretation 
of that plank to suit the conditions inthe 
particular locality where they happened to 
be speaking. 


Iowa as a Trimmer. 


This shameful disrégard of political hon- 
esty was, to the astonishment of casual ob- 
servers, chiefly manifested in the officehold- 
ing portion of the lowa delegation. While 
Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin, and Minnesota 
were for the gold standard, with the excep-

The plank goes into history of the Republi- 
can party, and shows that that organiza- 
tion resumed specie payments in 1879, and 
since then had and Kept every dollar as good 
as gold, thus establishing and maintaining 
our present gold standard. 

The resolution also goes on to favor the 
use of silver as money, but to the extent 
only, and under su¢h regulations, that the 
existing parity with gold can be maintained. 
It is said that the Republican party would 
welcome bimetallism based on an interna- 
tional agreement of the great commercial 
nationalities of the world, but until this 
can be secured it is the plain duty of the 
United States to preserve the present stand- 
ard, and hence the Republican party is op- 
posed to the free coinageof silver. 


Gold Men Are Confident. 


“This declaration, it is observed, cleverly 
avoids the recognition of the present gold 
standard by means of the declaration that 
the Republican party has made all 
money of the country “ as good as gold.” 

It is said in certain quarters that this res- 
olution in substance will be the one pressed 
in the committee by the straddling con- 
tingent. They hope to secure a larger vote 
than appears in the canvass tonight by the 
argument that the words “‘ as good as gold ”’ 
recognize specifically the gold standard as 
the best standard of values, but do not go 
so far as to say that our present currency 
is directly based on gold, or that it must 
necessarily be based on gold. 

They are having a great deal of success in 
pushing this idea, but the gold .men are 


| flushed with the victory of having secured a

to make political expediency superior to 
political honor seemed to have taken posses- 
sion of the men from the Hawkeye State. 

It was particularly noticeable that peren- 
nial candidates like Gear, Hepburn, Hender- 
son, and Bolivar used their influence to se- 
cure the adoption of a straddle which for 
ambiguity probably beats anything that has 
been suggested or dreamed of during the 
present discussion. There were four or five 
of the Iowa delegation who stood out for 
gold, but the majority of them insisted on 
the adoption of the ridiculous straddle and 
carried their views to the extreme of putting 
Senator Gear on the Resolutions committee 
and defeating Col. French, the advocate of 
an honest declaration. 

In Indiana the straddlers were able to 
pass a resolution declaring for the State plat- 
form. This was not so bad a case as in Iowa, 
because local State pride necessarily influ- 
enced the delegation in supporting their own 
fifancial declaration. The manly position 
taken by Gen. Lew Wallace turned the tide, 
and in spite of the resolutions previously 
passed Indiana is classed in the gold column 
because Lew Wallace under no circum- 
stances will vote for anything but a positive 
declaration in favor of the gold standard. 


Michigan Is Against Gold. 


Michigan, as was anticipated, came out 
with but little hesitation against the gold 
platform, but, like all the other States,favors 
a radical declaration against free coinage 
under present conditions. The outlook for 
the Resolutions committee is at present that 
there may be an inability to agree on the 
exact terms of the platform plank. 

Some of the men who are probably classed 
in the gold column do not wish the declara- 
tion made offensive, while others from the 
Eastern States are solicitous of the honor of 
writing the platform themselves. 

The McKinley managers, it can be stated 
on pretty good authority, are not opposed to 
a declaration favoring the gold standard as 
it now exists. They are, however, somewhat 
insistent that they be accorded the privilege 
of writing the plank to suit themselves after 
its general terms jare agreed upon by the 
committee. 

They. fear the anti-McKinley contingent 
from the Eastern’ States will endeavor to 
make political capital out of it if they are 
allowed the terms of the resolution to be re- 
ported to the convention. They take the 
ground that as they control the convention 
by an overwhelming majority and as Maj. 
McKinley must make his canvass .on the 
platform which is agreed upon by the con- 
vention, his representatives should be al- 
lowed to have a controlling voice in the mat- 
ter of the modes of expression, so that the 
candidate will not be embarrassed hereafter 
by having to explain away certain construc- 
tions of the fimancial or other planks which 
a were not intended by the conven- 

on. 

The difficulty between the McKinley man- 
agers and the friends of Reed and Morton 
seems to have simmered itself down largely 
to a matter of personal politics. 

They are, on the whole, in accord, although 
it is a noticeable fact that the Ohio men de- 
clined to come out squarely for a gold stand- 


ard. They preferted the open platform and 


while State pride had a good deal to do with 
it, yet their action has bolstered up the 
hopes of the other’straddlers and the story 
is being circulated that the Ohio delegation 
must be understood to represent the views of 
Maj. McKinley. 

The New York delegates, as a whole, are 


heartily in favor of a simple plank suggest- 


ed by Senator Lodge at the conference last 


night, but’ the distinctly McKinley element 


in New York has agreed on a compromise, 


_ which, while not surrendering any principle, 
is believed to be somewhat less offensive to 


the straddlers than the Lodge plank. 


Bliss Has a Plank. 


Cornelius N. Bliss, representing the anti- 
Platt delegates in New York, has drawn up 
a plank which he declares has been submit- 
ted to Mr. Hanna and read with approval 
by Maj. McKinley himself. It declares that 
the Republican party is unswervingly for 
sound money; that it is unalterably opposed 


to every effort to debase the currency or 


clause the straddlers cut out of the plank 
altogether, and used the rest of it as the 
basis of what they would like to see made 
the financial declaration in the platform. 

In all discussions over the outcome there 
is not a hint of the possibility of any equivo- 
cal declaration on the subject of free silver. 
The platform will certainly declare that the 
Republican party is opposed to free coinage 
under present conditions. It will probably 
declare in favor of international bimetal- 
lism, but will insist on the fact being made 
apparent that any international conference 
to secure the use of both gold and silver 
must be with the leading commercial nations 
of the world, and not with the little countries 
whose commercial influence is too small 
to be considered. 

The issve between the St. Louis and Chi- 
cago conventions, so far as immediate free 
coinage is concerned, is absolutely settled. 
The St. Louis convention will also in all 
probability accentuate the opposition to the 
silver men by declaring specifically for a 
gold standard of value. 


FOUR MEN AGREE ON A PLATFORM. 


Platt, Quay, Foraker, and Lodge Hold 
a Conference, 

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—Thomas C. Platt 
stroHed out of his room tonight and alone 
walked up one flight of stairs and slowly 
along the corridors. He was met at the end 
by Joseph B. Foraker, and together they 
went directly to the rooms occupied by 
Matthew Stanley Quay Mr. Quay was 
there: in company with Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, and the four gentlemen sat 
down to confer behind closed doors. 

When the conference was over all declined 
to state why it was held, but it was learned 
that both the gold plank matter and the 
Vice-Presidential matter were: talked over. 
It is understood that the project of throwing 
the Vice-Presidential nomination to Morton 
despite his wishes was broached. Mr. For- 
aker went directly to Mr. Hanna’s room 
when he came down and was closeted there 
at a late hour. 

It is further understood that Mr. Foraker 
presented for consideration a financial plank 
which reads about as follows: 

* We favor bimetallism only if a national 
agreement recognizing that as a standard 
can be obtained from the leading commercial 
countries, otherwise we favor the present 
standard of value.”’ 

It was learned late tonight that the con- 
ference practically decided the finahcial 
plank. Mr. Quay was represented by Mr. 
Merriam, and the four—Platt, Lodge, For- 
aker, and Merriam—came to a decision. 


PENSION PLANK IS NOW READY. 


Provides for Full Recognition of Old 
Soldiers. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—Senator J. H. Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Pensions, has prepared 
a resolution on pensions which he will sub- 
mit to the Committee on Resolutions and ask 
that it be incorporated in the platform. It 
follows: 

“The veterans of the Union armies de- 
serve and should receive fair treatment and 
generous recognition.Their heroism and suf- 
ferings are matters of history, and furnish 
a bright contribution to the glory of our 
Nation and the grandeur of its institutions. 

** Whenever practicable they should be 
given the preference in the matter of employ- 
ment, and they’ have a right to demand the 
enactment of such laws as are best calcu- 
lated to secure to them the blessings and 
liberties for which they fought. . 

“A grateful government should ungrudg- 
ingly and gladly contribute of its revenue 


-to fulfill the pledges made in the dark days 


of the country’s peril, and we demand that 
the pension laws shall be construed and exe- 
cuted so as to protect soldiers in their rights 
and to make less difficult than now the ad- 
judication of their ‘claims. 

“* We denounce the practice in the Pension 
Bureau of reducing pensions and arbitrarily 
erasing names from the rells so recklessly

and unjustly carried on by the present ad- 
ministration as subversive of the rights of 
the soldier and deserving of the severest con- 
demnation of the American people.”’ 


A. P. A. WILL ASK MANY THINGS. 


Convention Will Be Requested to In- 
sert a Plank for Reforms. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—The members of 
the American Protective Association will 
ask the national convention to recognize 
them to the extent of inserting a plank in 
the platform which, after conceding to all 
the utmost freedom in the exercise of the 
right to worship God according to the dic- 
tates of their own conscience, declares for 
the restriction of immigration to the extent 
of excluding all undesirable persons: for 
changes in the naturalization laws and their 
administration so as to prevent unfit persons 
from becoming citizens; for one general non- 
sectarian free public school system; no pub- 
lic aid of any character to be given to any 
other schools; and that all appropriations of 
public money or property shall be solely for 
public institutions and for the benefit of 
every class of the people, to be disbursed by 
responsible public officials. 

There is a large sprinkling of members of 
the A. P. A. in the convention, but they are 
making no opposition to the nomination of 
me as was at one time predicted they 
would. 


LODGE SAYS IT WILL BE FOR GOLD.

Massachusetts Men Have Made a Can- 
vases of the Delegates. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 15.~—The Massachu- 
setts delegation met tonight to listen to the 
result of the canvass made under its direc- 
tion in relation to the adoption of a gold 
plank in the platform. The meeting was en- 
thusiastic and frequent bursts of applause 
were audible through the closed doors as 
the trend of the canvass was announced. 
The Massachusetts people claim that their 
canvass has been very thorough and com- 
plete and they declare in the most positive 
manner that a gold plank will be inserted fn 
the platform. 

‘We have not entirely completely our 
count,”’ said Senator Lodge at 11:30 tonight. 
“And Iam not able to quote figures with ex- 
actness. I have no hesitation whatever in 
saying that we will have a gold plank in the 
platform. Our canvass shows that we will 
get it in the report of the Committee on Res- 
olutions, and if by any chance we should 
miss it there; 1 know we will get it from the 
convention.” 

E. S. Draper, Chairman of the Massachu- 
setts delegation, made a statement similar to 
that of Mr. Lodge. 

Although neither Senator Lodge nor Mr. 
Praper would give out any figures, it was 
learned that the canvass as far as completed 
at 11:30 showed very close to 524 delegates 
in favor of a gold plank, with some of the 
strong gold delegations yet to be counted, 


WORK OF NATIONAL COMMITTEE, 


Declines to Make Recommendation 
Changing Basis of Representation. 
St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—The National com- 

mittee by a vote of 31 to 4 decided that it was 

inexpedient for the committee to make any 
recommendation to the national convention 
regarding a change of the basis of represen- 
tation. The four negative votes were cast 
by. Wilson of Delaware, Scott of West Vir- 
ginia, Payne of Wisconsin, and Hatch of 

Alaska. 

Mr. Carter then stated that the rule of 
the Republican party requiring that the 
National committee shall give six months’ 
notice of a meeting of a national convention 
gave the opposition party some advantage.

Mr. Fessenden offered a resolution direct- 
ing the Chairman of the committee to pre- 
sent to the Committee on Rules and Order of 
Business a statement thac it was the sense 
of the present committee that the interests 
of the party would be advanced by authoriz- 
ing the committee to reduce if it de- 
sired the time limit of notice from six 
months to sixty days. 

At this point a very pleasant episode oc- 
curred. Mr. Clayton offered a resolution ten- 
dering the thanks of the committee to Chair- 
man Carter for the able; impartial, and dig- 
nified manne in which he had presided over 
the committee during its deliberations. The 
resolution was amended with thanks to Mr.

CROWDS IN THE ST. LOUIS STREETS. 


Marchers and Bands Turn Out and 
Make Noisy Demonstrations. — 

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—[{Special.}—The 
streets of St. Louis were crowded and 
jammed with people tonight watching a 
dozen different parades which fought their 
way through the crowds from early in the 
evening until well towards midnight. Bands 
gave impromptu concerts on almost every 
corner, and the clubsand banjo players were 
out in force in different State headquarters 
and in the hotel lobbies, The chief events of 
the evening were the parades of the Reed ad- 
herents and the friends of Chauncey I. 
Filley, who was defeated today for National 
Committeeman for Missouri. 

Three hundred men from Iowa were out 
with fifes and drums cheering for Allison, 
and New-Yorkers gave an impromptu 
demonstration in honor of Levi P. Morton. 
There were other parades, numbering any- 
where from ten to a hundred enthusiasts 
who marched with a band or a bugle, it did 
not make much difference which, either 
around the town or the block or until they 
got tired. 

The Reed parade moved at 8 o’clock. Three 
bands and a portion of the delegates from 
Massachusetts, Maine, and Connecticut 
marched, carrying the famous Massa- 
chusetts banner inscribed, ‘‘ We are as solid 
for gold as Reed, and as solid for Reed as 
gold.”’ The Reed column struggled through 
the crowds in the hotel lobbies and continued 
their mareh until 10 o’clock, when they dis- 
banded in front of the Southern Hotel, where 
a@ mass-meeting was then held for Reed. 

The Chauneey I. Filley parade was ar- 
ranged by the friends of the defeated Mis- 
sourian. There were 1,200 men in line car- 
rying lithographs of Filley and transparen- 
cies inscribed ‘‘ We Are with Filley ”’ and 
“Filley Is Our Leader.” Filley himself 
rode in a carriage near the head of the pa- 
rade and was loudly cheered. The latter half 
of the parade got lost in the big crowd 
which filled the streets near the Southern 
Hotel. The colored detachment which car- 
ried the banners and marched at the head 
of the Twenty-fifth Ward club wenta block 
before it discovered they were having a 
parade of theirown. Then the man who car- 
ried the flag discovered a band down the 
street and led his hosts after it. When 
they fell in line behind the band the Twenty- 
fifth Ward club found they were simply help- 
ing to swell the parade which was booming 
the candidacy of Bulkeley for Vice-Presi- 
dent. The man with the banner beat a 
hasty retreat and with the help of the crowd 
managed to catch up with the Filley parade 
again.

metallism and avoid several reports and 
controversy, prepared the following: 

“We favor the present standard and are 
opposed to the coinage of silver at the exist- 
ing ratio, but favor an international agre2- 
ment that the ratio of the metals may be 
determined.” 

There is authority that ought to be aus 
thentic for stating that the’ following is ree 
garded with favor by Maj. McKialey: 

“The Republican party ts unreservedly 
for sound money. It caused the enactment 
of the law providing for the resumption of 
specie payments in 1879; since then every 
dollar has been as good as gold. Weare un- 
alterably opposed to every measure calcu- 
lated to debase our curréncy or impair the 
credit of our country. We are, thereforg, 
opposed to the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver except by international agreement, 
which we favor, and until such agreement 
can be obtained the existing gold standard 
should be preserved. We favor the use of 
silver as currency, but to the extent only 
that its parity with gold can be maintained, 
and we favor all measures designed to main- 
tain inviolably the money of the United 
States, whether coin or paper, at the present 
standard of the most enlightened nations 
of the earth.”’ 

It is not asserted thaf the language is pre- 
cisely McKinley’s, but it is asserted with 
some confidence that it will not be dis- 
agreeable to him. 


Maj. McKinley’s Views. 


If this is to be accepted, as generally speak- 
ing, his position, it will be seen that it is 
further advanced in respect to the gold ques- 
tion than has been generally presumed, and 
more positive than a large and very influen- 
tial number of his near friends deem desira- 
ble. A declaration of this kind, however, 
taken by itself, is more pronounced than it 
would appear in its proper place in the plat- 
form of principles as an entirety. The lead- 
ing idea of the Republicans present assem- 
bled regarding the money question is that all 
stress on that subject would pass away as 
soon as there was a substantial declaration, 
with adaptations suiting changed circum- 
stances, af the McKinley tariff. Outsidé the 
few silver extremists there is no hesitation 
or question about the maintenance of the ex- 
isting standard, and no objection to the af- 
firmation that Ut is to be done. 

It is easy and forcible for the gold ad- 
vocates tosay: “* As this undoubtedly means 
gold, why not say so?’ The answer of the 
unconvinced is that the Cleveland adminis-. 
tration has perverted the gold issue, assocti- 
ated with it the element of greenbacks, and 
the repeal of the tax that prohibits the issue 
of notes by a State bank; and that it is better 
not to encounter a formidable public preju- 
dice with the idea of speedily educating the 
people to Mr. Webster's phrase, “* Overcome 
their prejudice.”’ 

The reinforcement of the gold men py the 
“Solid South,”’ and that direction seems tg 
be pretty solid—for the black men have sud- 
denly developed a deep distrust of white 
money—has increased the pressure upon the 
convention to adopt that which is called the 
gold standard plank. 


Germans Promise Help. 


There is another influence working in 
that direction. It comes in the form of 
many assurances from Germans, in North- 
ern cities especially, who have recently been 
largely alienated from the Republican party, 
that if the St. Louis platform decidedly says 
“gold” they will turn in and support the 
party, unreservedly and with enthusiasm, 
notwithstanding the prevalence among them 
of the free trade sentiment, and this is also 
asserted by a good many alleged independ- 
ent and mugwumpy newspapers that fell 
the same flattering tale of themselves. This 
combination of influences may prevail. Per- 
haps it does not make much practical differ- 
ence, for-that the Republicans are winners 
this year is believed to be as conclusively 
indicated as the nomination of McKinley, 
and that no one doubts. 

I confess, however, it seems to be a doubt- 
ful enterprise to undertake to swell the 
ranks of the Republicans with free trade 
Germans and mugwumps, with the cham- 
pion of protection, famous as such through- 
out the world, as the standard bearer of 
the army. 

There is a story from the South that assocl- 
ated in two of the States with the conversion 
of colored delegates to goldites has ap- 
peared a disposition of some of those gen- 
tlemen to vote for Reed rather than Mc- 
Kinley, to whom they were committed, Of 
course, rumors of this sort were expected 
from the first, and those we have are quite 
thin, not to say transparent, and singularly 
delayed. It is certain that not only does 
Speaker Reed decline the Vice-Presidency, 
but that his friends regard it as self-evident 
that the nomination of any man from Maine | 
for that office would be disagreeable to 
them. I am authorized to say that no man 
from New York can be presented unani- 
mously by the New York delegation as a 
candidate for the Vice-Presidency; There 
has been an increase in the strength of 
Hobart of New Jersey today.

LEAD TO LIVELY CONTESTS. 


Gold Standard Wins in Illinois, Indi- 
anna, Minnesota, and Michigan—The 
Straddliebug Sentiment Carries the 
Duy in lowa by a Vote of 16 to 10— 
Platt Wins Everything in New 
,ork—Jamieson an Easy Victor for 
Nitional Committeeman for Illinois 

Touis, Mo., June 15.—[Special.]—The

on the National committee and the various 


oniy committee thus selected which has a 
raterial ‘bcaring on its deliberations is that 
of the Committee on Platform. There were, 
however. lively contests in several of the 
State delegations in which ancient contro- 
versies of a local nature were fought out and 
decided. 

In Hllinois the trouble which had been ex- 


pected failed to become of a serious enough 


character to raise the row which had been 
expected and prepared for. On the money 
question there was not any material differ- 
ences of opinion except a few delegates were 
opposed to using the word “ gold” in the 
platform. The member of the Committee 
on Resolutions was, however, selected with 
the understanding that he would support in 
the platform @& plain and unmistakable gold 
standard plank. 

The vote by which this result was reached 
gave 35 to 13. T. N. Jamieson was aiso 
elected member of the National committee 
without seridus opposition. There had bcen 
considerable -talk about opposition to the 
selection of Mr, Jamieson and a good deal 
of what might be called bragging about the 
strength his opposition would assume. When 
it came, however, to a test there were only 
eight votes cast against Jamieson and thirty- 
nine for‘him. The other selections in llli- 
nois were made witheut any protest. 


Hot Contest in Iowa. 

~ Towa had the liveliest kind of a lively fight. 
‘Two things were at issue and both of them 
were fought out to the end. One was as to 
the attitude of the member of the Comuimit- 
tee on Resolutions toward the money plank. 
Col. George W. French of Davenport was a 
candidate of the single gold standard men, 
while Senator Gear of Burlington was put 
up by those who favored a straddle. 

The contest lasted two hours, Col. French 
bcing determined to put every delegate on 
record, and finally succeeded. On a vote, 
however, he was beaten 16 to 10, and Senator 
Gear succeeded in having adopted as the 
sentiment of Iowa a money plank which 
neither he nor anybody else can interpret. 

The contest over the membership of the 
‘National committee took a somewhat unex- 
pected turn. A. B. Cummins was the candi- 
date of the younger members of the party 
as opposed to the old-time politicians. The 
latter, however, at the last moment sprung 
the name of James Blythe of Burlington, 
an extremely popular man who, as well as 
Cummins, is identified with the younger 
wing of the party, and succeeded in electing 
him by a majority of one. Mr. Blythe, how- 
ever, promptly refused to accept the posi- 
tion, whereupon there was not —_ left to 
do for Senator Gear_and his friends but to 
yield as gracefully°as they could to the 
election gf Mr. Cummins. 

Gold Wins in Indiana. 


In Indiana the contest was all about the 
money question, and Gen. Lew Wallace of 
Crawfordsville won a great victory for the 
single gold standard. Chairman Gowdy of 
the. State committee and others of the dele- 
gates who favored a straddle plank had 
opposed the election of Gen. Wallace as 
member of the Committee on Resolutions. 
that they would be beaten 
in this, they yielded to the selec- 
tion of the author of “ Ben’ Hur,” 
but succeeded also in passing a resolution 
instructing Gen. Wallace to support in the 
committee what is known as the Indiana 
‘platform.

Miller Attempts to Make Depew Chair- 
ia ag of the Delegation. 
- Louis, Mo., June 15.—The meeti

I stand here ‘to 
repudiate the leadership of the man who has 
declared that McKinley is unfit for the office 
of President. I cannot stand under such a 
banner. I cannot go forward with the world 
pointing its finger at me and wedge! ‘How 
can you vote for a man whose ability you 
have questioned?’ I regret, Mr. Chairman, 
that you will not accept the office; 1, for 
one, will not follow the leadership of Platt.

The Massachusetts, Rhode Island, and 
Connecticut delegates, ‘‘their cohorts gleam- 
ing with purple and gold,”’ under the leader- 
ship of Henry Cabot Lodge, have made a des- 
perate fight all day and far into the night for 
a directdeclaration for the single gold stand- 
ard. 

They boast of their loyalty to the yellow 
metal and put it far ahead even of protec- 
tion in their declaration of principles. They 
carry gold banners and wear glittering 
brass badges enough to make them respecta- 
ble uniforms. Many of them have gold-nug- 
gets for cravat pins, and parade their alle- 
giance to gold in every possible manner. 

‘* We are going to win; we will do it by ar- 
gument. if we can,” said a Massachusetts 
delegate, tonight, “‘ But if we cannot do it 
that way we will remind Western dodgers 
that we are not wholly impecunious.”’ 

The contest has taken on new features, as. 
a result of the aggressiveness of the gold 
men. They have forced the fighting, and. 
while the chances are that they will win 
some surprising things have developed. 
There are not more than fifty extreme free 
silver men in the convention, but there are 
about 500 who either doubt the expediency 
or actually fear the result of the extrenfe 
declaration desired by the East. The war 
has tonight been carried into Africa, and the 
efforts of Lodge and his contingent are de- 
cided almost wholly toward securing the 
Southern delegates for their side. The pres- 
ence of impecuniosity among these gentlemen 
is quite as noticeable as its absence among 
the New-Englanders.

; Gold Men on Top. 

The fight in the Resolutions committee is 
to be a serious one, but’ the gold men are 
on top, and they propose to stay there or 
know the reason why. The silver contingent 


-has not yet made much noise in the con- 


vention. It recognizes the fact that it is in 
a hopeless minority, and that it will be out- 
voted at every stage. It has at least’the hon- 
esty of declaring that it will not be content 
with any straddle, but will join the gold men 
opposing it. .It announces its intention in 
advance of leaving the Republican party. 
Today’s caucuses of the States settled the 
attitude of Teller and his associates. They 
have received practically an official notice 
that the convention will not declare for free 
coinage under any circumstances, and they 
are at liberty to fulfill their threats of bolt- 
ing at any time which sgems to them best. 


Victory Is in Sight. 


As a matter of fact, the silver men have 
been ignored in all the conferences here. 

Their attitude is sufficiently well under- 
stood, and the only fight on the money 
plank has been between the gold standard 
men and those who are, as a rule, opposed 
to silver, but are afraid to say so. The gold 
men are on. the eve of victory. 

For many a long year hitherto the night 
before a Republican Natioual convention 
has been always a pandemonium second 
only to that following the nomination of the 
candidate. All this is changed now, and, 
although St. Louis is filled to overflowing 
with enthusiastic Republicans, there is com- 
paratively little noise, and the names of 
the candidates for the Presidency are sel- 
dom heard. 


Reed’s Friends Give Up. 


The financial battle has overshadowed 
everything else. The friends of Reed to- 
night admit without hesitation that Maj. 
McKinley can force his nomination before 
the first ballot is concluded. They do as- 
sert, however, that if they could have a 
week or two in which to put in some hard 
work they might at least delay a nomination 
for two or three ballots by playing the dif- 
ferent factions in the fight over the platform 
against each other, 

Owing to the predominance of the gold 
sentiment in. the Resolutions committee it 
will be impossible to keep up the contest on 
the platform. very long, and the nomination 
of Maj. McKinley will follow as a matter of 
course. 

It looks now as if Leyi P. Morton would 
once more figure as a candidate for Vice- 
President. He will bé presented to the con- 
vention for the first plate on the ticket, but 
of course will receive the support of but his 
own State, and not all of that. 


Morton Will Accept. 


It is a fact, however, that Gov. Morton 
would accept the Vice-Presidential nomina- 
tion if it were tendered, Only a day or two 
ago his declination was brought to St. Louis 
by Chauncey M. Depew, but it is now known 
positively that Gov. Morton has reconsid- 
ered, and that he is willing to accept the call 
from the party if it is made. 

Coupled with: this important announce- 
ment is the fact that the dominant wing of 
the party in New York has decided to pre- 
sent Gov. Morton’s name to the convention 
for second place on the ticket. They will 
not attempt this until after McKinley is 
nominated, but the word has been passed 
around, and:Morton’s nomination for second 
place now seems nearly certain. It is ac- 
ceptable to. the McKinley managers, and 
he will have the supoprt of his State with 
the exception of the Bliss contingent, who 
are not opposed_to Morton except so far as 
he represents Platt. 

All Ready for Today: 

Everything is in readiness for the opening 
of the convention in the auditorium tomor- 
row. The tickets have been distributed 
after the usual amount of grumbling, and 
those who failed to receive the coveted bits 
of pasteboard are hustling about the hotels 
and bedeviling the, delegates and influential 
leaders to get them on the inside at any 
cost. 

Owing to the peculiarity of the situation, 
with the Presidential candidate decided. on 
in advance, the number of outsiders is com- 
paratively speaking small. Hundreds of 
marching clubs which should have come to 
St. Louis have not put in an appearance at 
all, and others are here with reduced mem- 
bership. The Cook County men arrived in 
grave array and have been making them- 
selves felt about the hotels. 

But this is not a convention for marching 
clubs, but for delegates prepared to do busi- 
ness. 

There is the usual amount tonight of ante- 
convention drunkenness, but a manifest lack 
of the usual shouting and band playing. 

McKinley’s nomination is certain. . 

Morton’s nomination is probable. 

Gold wins and silver loses. 

There is nothing left to fight for, and the 
veteran rounders are making noise from 
mere force of habit. 

There is no one to pay for the drinks, no 
one to encourage enthusiasm. The issues 
which brought the convention together are 
decided practically, and the great gathering, 
with all its machinery, will, in effect, but 


register the conclusions which have been 
arrived at by the conferences held within 


the last few days. 

The convention will be called to order at 
noon in the Auditorium Building by Chair- 
Man Carter of the National committee, ac- 


cording to custom. He will announce then 
that C. W. Fairbanks of Indiana has been

W. Johnson of Minnesota for Temporary 


Secretary. These nominations will be ac- 


cepted by the convention without hesitation 
and thereupon Fairbanks will proceed to 
read his carefully prepared speech declaring

The delegations from the different States 


will arise and announte their selection for 
members of the Committees on Resolutions, 


Rules and Order of Business, Permanent 


Organization, Credentials, etc., with their 
member of the next National committee. 


Every bit of this business has been antic- 
ipated, and hence the session of the conven- 


tion in the absence of any possible fight will 
scarcely last thore thah an hour or so. 


There will not, however, be lacking in any 


way the inspiration of a vast gathering of 
people. 


The auditorium will be crowded to the last 


seat. All the delegates and most of the al- 
ternates will be in their places, and the vet- 
eran leaders of the party who have won their 
spurs in many a hard fought political battle 
will look down on the others from the plat- 
form. There will be no lack of earnest en- 
thusiasm. 


It is a business year, and the convention 


is convened for business purposes, so that 
the ordinary shouts may be omitted, for it is 
no personal triumph, buta fight for principle 


and protection, and sound money, beginning 


tomorrow, will be inscribed on the Repub- 
lican banners.

MONSTER MEETING FOR M’KINLEY. 
Ex-Congressman Mason Makes Speech 
to the St. Louis Crowd. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—A monster Mc- 
Kinley mass-meeting was held tonight in 
the music hall which forms a part of the 
Exposition Building, in which eight years 
ago Grover Cleveland was nominated. The 
audience was made up largely of visiting 
delegates, although local politicians were in 
evidence and a number of ladies graced the 

function. 

Gov. Bushnell of Ohio presided over the 
meeting. On taking the chair the Governor 
said William McKinley was the choice not 
only of Ohio, but of the Nation, at which 
the audience rose and howled its acquies- 
cence. Like Virginia, he said, Ohio pro- 
posed to be the “ mother of Presidents,”’ 
and she was ready with her man for the 
present occasion. The rest of the Govern- 
or’s speech was devoted to the question of 
protection. 

He was followed by ex-Congressman W'li- 
iam E. Mason of Chicago, who started out 
with the statement that tomorrow the Re- 
publicans of the country would meet to nom- 
indte a Vice-President of the United States. 
The audience sent up a terrific shout for 
the man from Ohio. 

‘‘ Why don’t you speak about silver?” in- 
quired a voice. 

‘* Silver,”’ said Mr. Mason, in response, “‘ is 
a great issue between Democrats and—Dem- 
ocrats.’”’ 

Mr. Mason said the party of Lincoln had 
always stood for an honest dollar as con- 
stantly as it had stood for the Monroe doc- 
trine. No Republican Congress ever had 
been and never would be for the free and 
unlimited coinage of copper, silver, nickel, or 
gold, or any other metal, except at its in- 
trinsic value. It had been said that McKin- 
ley was a man of one idea. 

‘The hen-headed gentleman,” said Mr. 
Mason, ‘‘ who made this statement never 
heard McKinley speak on the doctrine of 
reciprocity, the question of finance, and cer- 
tainly could not have heard him in his mas- 
terful leadership on the floor of the House 
when the Fifty-first Congress adopted the 
Reed rules. 

‘* But assuming, for the sake of argument, 
that these imtellectual giants are correct. 
and that he is a man of but one idea~—it is a 
mighty good idea; it is the Republican idea: 
it is one more idea than Mr. Cleveland has 
had for four years; better than all that. it is 
the American idea. It was the fox, I think, 
who boasted to the lion of her facundity, and 
pointing to her brood berated the lion that 
she had but one cub; “ true,” said the lion, 
‘*I have but one cub, but it is a lion’’—one 
idea. Socrates drank the hemlock and faced 
death for one idea. Lincoln had one idea, 
prservation of the Union; Grant one idea, 
the overthrow of secession; McKinley one 
idea, the protection of American industries, 
the employment of American labor and up- 
building of the American man, and you God- 
fearing people can go home tonight and 
thank your Maker that the next President of 
the United States is to be a man with one 
idea.”’

CITY MAY PURCHASE STREET RAILWAY 


Provisions in an Ordinance That Mil- 
waukee and Waukesha Electric 
Railway Is Willing to Accept. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 15.—[{Special, ]—An- 
other scheme to give the city an opportunity 
to purchase its own street railway, and one 
which _js regarded as more practical than 
the combination private and public owner- 
ship plan of the Municipal and Suburban 
railroad company, is the plan prdposed by 
Ald, Renning. He suggests'an amendment 
to an ordinance to grant the Milwadkee and 
Waukesha Electric railway company a fran- 
chise. It provides that the city can at any 
time on sixty days’ notice lease the lines 
and equipment of the new company and op- 
erate the road by guaranteeing 7 per cent 
interest on the actual cost of constructing 
and equipping the road, and can at any time 
purchase the road on a sixty-day notice, the 
price to be determined by arbitration. The 
new company will accept a franchise with 
these provisos.

St. Louis, Mo.; June 15.—({Special.)-- 
Through its famous Republican marching 
Club Chicago captured the town tonight. 
Whem that organization, 150 strong, marched 
up to the Planters’ House, THE TRIBUNE 
office, and the Southern Hotel it made a stir. 
The striking feature of the parade was the 
First Regiment Band. Its music attracted 
widespread attention and brought thousands 
of people from every direction to the line of 
march. 

it was 10 o'clock when the special train 
rolled into Bt. Louis. Three hours had been 
lost off the schedule as arranged at the start. 
“This was due to enthusiasm along the road 
which could not be ignored. At Monticello, 
Decatur, ‘Taylorville, and Litchfield throngs 
of people were gathered to celebrate the 
great event. It seemed to be a day for rati- 
fication by Republicans of the counties in 
which these towns and cities are located. 

They have come in from the surfounding 
country to see the Cook County Republican 
Marching club, and hear speeches from can- 
didates on the State ticket. .In some respects | 
they were disappointed, because Capt. John 
R. Tanner failed to make his appearance. 
Mr. Tanner thought the convention matters 
in St. Louis were of more importance, and 
telegraphed early in the day that it would 
be impossible for him to join the party as 
he had anticipated doing at Decatur. 


Trainload of Enthusiasts. 

It was 8:30 a. m. when the long special 
train, gayly decorated with bunting, ban- 
ners, and flags, pulled out of the Polk Street 
Station over the Wabash road. H. Dorsey 
Patton, President of the club, and Capt. 
William F. Knoch, its @arshal, both decor- 
ated with large badges, marched in at the 
head of the column and hurried everybody 
aboard the train. 

The State candidates present at the start 
were W. A. Northcott, nominee for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor: Henry L. Hertz for Treas- 
urer, and E. C. Aiken for Attorney-General. 
With them were C. S. Runnells, Chairman 
of the Executive committee of the State 
Central committee; James McKinney, mem- 
ber of the committee from Galesburg; Mr.

George Rob- 
erts, City Passenger Agent of the Wabash 
road, was the officiating director. After 
clearing the city limits of Chicago the train 
pulled away at a forty-mile rate over the 
prairies of Northern Illinois anda all on board 
settied down for a joyful time. 
Speeches on the Way. 

Things moved along without incident un- 
til Monticello was reached. The marching 
club's quartet, consisting of W. W. Burch, 
A. J. Seabrook, H. L. Harvey, and David 
Williams, entertained the party with music. 
At the town named 1,500 men, women, and 
children were at the depot, anxious to see 
the crowd and hear some of the ¢andidates 
‘talk. Mr. Patton introduced them, and Mr. 
Northcott gave them a lively speech of five 
minutes’ duration.

Train Kills a Farmer. 


The new start from Decatur was delayed 
half an hour by a fatal accident two miles 
from the town, As the train was rounding 
a sharp curve Charles Bowers, a wealthy 
farmer residing at Blue Mound, was cross- 
ing the track.

The crowd dat Litchfield 
looked to be fully as large, but it was so late 
then, being ncarly 7 o'clock, that the hun- 
dreds living at a distance had gone home. In 
all these places the club and its band paraded 
the principal streets and made a splendid 
showing. They aroused the greatest amount 
of enthusiasm. 

Salutes at Every Turn. 

All along the route a battery stationed in 
the baggage car fired salutes as they passed 
through the villages and towns. John W. 
Parker, John A. Bartine, James A. Noble, 
and J. A. Lord handled the little brass piece, 
and they succeeded in making a noisy affair.

COL. CROFTON MIGHT. BE RETIRED. 


Post Surgeons of Fort Sheridan Make 
a Report on His Physical 
Capacity. 


In the hands of the Adjutant-General of 
the army at Washington and awaiting action 
by the Secretary of War is a paper signed by 
Maj. Henry Lippincott and Capt. Charles E. 
Woodruff,. Surgeon and Assistant Surgeon 
respectively at Fort Sheridan, which states 
that in their opinion Col. R. E. A. Crofton, 
commanding the Fifteenth Infantry, U. 8. 
A., is a “fit subject to be ordered before a 
retiring board.” Col.- Crofton says he is in 
no way incapacitated for duty and intimates 
that personal prejudice is the reason for the 
surgeons’ recommendation. 

It is a curious fact that Col. Croftonisa 
member of the Retiring Board before which 
he will be ordered for examination if the 
Washington authorities conclude to act on 
the surgeons’ report. Gen. Wesley Merriit 
is President of the Board. 

If Col. Crofton is compelled to appear be- 
fore the board his place will be taken on the 
tribunal by an officer of équal or superior 
rank. 

At intervals during the year the post sur- 
‘geons of the army are ordered to name those 
who may have been under treatment for ill- 
ness whom they may thing fit subjects for 
retirement. It was in accordance with this 
general order that Col. Crofton was named.

Crowds Waiting to Hear the News of 
the Ohiocan’s Nomination Flashed

No one thought of the senior McKinley 
at first, but some friend noticing him watch- 
ing the board intently and seemingly wor- 
ried, approached him as if to inquire the 
cause. He heard the old gentleman saying

“IT hope they won't do it, I hope they won't 
do it, William is too young a man, too young 
for the cares of that office.”’ 

What would be the opinion if the old gen- 
tleman were living now is not known» But 
there is another who has no fears of the 
young man’s capabilities,’ and that is the 
mother of the younger and widow of the 
elder William McKinley. 

No one in all the world takes a greater in- 
terest in his affairs, and none will be hap- 
pier than she if what now seems certain is 
fully realized. 


McKinley Is Cahn. 


There was nothing about Gov. McKinley's 
manner today to show that he was seriously 
concerned about the incidents in progress in 
St. Louis, and he certainly was not worried. 
Hie had not had a quieter or more leisurely 
day apparently since coming back from 
Columbus at the close of his Gubernatorial 
campaign than this has been. 

Early this morning the modest family rig 
was ordered out and he and Mrs. McKinley 
spent the greater part of ‘the day driving 
about the city. When they came back the 
Governor occupied a chair on the veranda or 
walked about the premises leisurely, only 
disappearing from view from the street dur- 
ing a little shower and now and then fora 
brief time in the house.

The operator for the wire connecting the 
Governor’s home with Mr. Hanna's room 
in St. Louis was also there. 

Almost anyone in Canton showed more 
interest in St. Louis matters than did the 
Governor himself. While he was the picture 
of perfect contentment others were con- 
stantly inquiring of every one encountered 
who was likely to have information as to 
what was transpiring in the convention city. 
And when a little morsel of news was ob- 
tained every one asked: 

‘‘ How will that affect the Governor?’ 


Ohio’s Harmony Pleases. 

To the friends of Gov. McKinley probably 
no incident of the day is more pleasing than 
the evidence of perfect harmony in Ohio, as 
shown by the organization of the delegation 
by unanimous Vote. 

The mass-meeting of citizens tonight to 
arrange for the demonstration in honor of 
the nomination so confidently expected was 
an enthusiastic affair.

The exact nature of 
the information and the source from which 
it came he discreetly kept to himself. He 
was, therefore, not disposed to discuss the 
possibility of his accepting second place on 
the ticket.

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TWO DAYS’ BATTLE WAGED FIERCELY. 


Insurgents Attack a Spanish Strong- 
hold—After Continued Fighting 
Are Repulsed—Loss 500 Men. 


Havana, June 15.—Gen. Castellanos, hear- 
ing that Maximo Gomez was at Ciego 
Najasa, left Puerto Principe on Monday 
last, June 8, with five companies of the Tara- 
gona Battalion, two companies of guerrillas, 
four companies of the Maria Christina Bat- 
talion, and a squadron of the Herman Cortes 
Regiment of Cavalry, together with two 


field cannon. 

On the following day they camped at the 
Saratoga Farm, on two hills well.adapted 
for defense. An insurgent force numbering 
about 1,000 men tried to capture the Spanish 
camp.. They were received by the Maria 
Christina Battalion, who poured repeated 
volleys into the insurgent ranks, and beat 
the attacking force off for an hour. 

At the expiration of that time a force of 
insurgents estimated at about 5,000 men 
surrounded the Spanish column, which was 
arranged in square formation. The insurg- 
ents’ cavalry charged with some effect, but 
were compelled to retreat after nineteen 
shells had been sent into the ranks of the 
horsemen. 

The firing continued at intervals through- 
out the afternoon, and the insurgents, al- 
though severely punished, again returned to 
the attack, and were again repulsed. 

Throughout the night the skirmishing con- 
tinued, and the next morning the insurgents’ 
cavalry charged the position occupied by the 
companies of the Taragona Battalion, but 
the attack was repulsed. Another attack, 
however, was made, the insurgents having 
in the meanwhile been reinforced. 

Eleven cannon shots sent among the horse- 
men added greatly to their discomfiture and 
the rifle fire completed their rout. 

The insurgents on the hill were charged 
with the bayonet in order to protect the 
hospital and the enemy eventually was 
driven away. 

Firing was kept up in a desultory manner 
all night, and the insurgents were preparing 
to make still another attack upon the Span- 
ish force, when in the morning of Thurs- 
day the Spaniards were relieved by the ar- 
rival of Col. Godoy with the Cadiz Battalion, 
a force of sharpshooters from Puerto Prin- 
cipe, and a detachment of guerrillas. 

The insurgents retreated to the Sierra 
Najasa with the loss of 450 to 500 men. 

The troops used 50,000 cartridges and lost 
two, officers and thirty-five men wounded 
and had four men killed. 

There is little doubt that the arrival of 
Col. Godoy saved the Spanish troops from 
a serious disaster. 


CONVICTED UNDER CIVIL SERVICE LAW 


Bracken and Henneberry Get Respect- 
ively Sixty afid Thirty Daysd and 
Have to Pay Fines. 


The first conviction under the civil service 
law was secured yesterday in Judge Tuthill’s 
court. James O. Bracken, foreman of the 
First District in the Department of Streets, 
and William Henneberry, assistant foreman, 
were sentenced for violation of the law. 
Bracken’s sentence was sixty days’ im- 
prisonment in the county jail and a fine of 
$300. Henneberry’s was thirty days’ im- 
prisonment and a fine of $200. In addition 
the Judge declared that under the law they 
would be disqualified from holding any 
public office for five years, 

Luther Laflin Mills appeared for the Civil 
Service Commission and William C. Asay 
for the defense.

No further investigation was made yester- 
day in the matter of the pay-rolls.

He declared he was not guilty of any wrong- 
doing in connection with the pay-rolls and 
had nothing to rear from the results of the 
most rigid investigation. If any of the books 
of the department were missing, he said, 
he had nothing to do with their disappear- 
ance and could not be held responsible. 

Complaint was made to the Civil Service 
Commission that Nicholas Lauer, who had 
appeared as a witness a few days before 
against Foreman Klee, had been punished by 
the latter by being compélied to break rocks 
instead of continuing his former employ- 
ment. President Clark said yesterday: 

“ We investigated the charge and found 
that it was true. It appeared that the 
change of occupation was regarded as a 
penalty for Lauer’s having given his testi- 
mony. We notified Commissioner Kent and 
he promised to give orders that the man 
should be put back at his former work.” 

Lauer will appear before the commission 
today to tell his story and Foreman Klee 
has been ordered to appear and explain why 
he placed Lauer on the rock pile. In regard 
to this matter Assistant Superintendent 
ef Streets Frank E. Hemstreet said yester- 
day: 

“There was no injustice in the. matter. 
Lauer is a common laborer and expected to 
do laborer’s work. Broken stone was needed 
for macadamizing and he and a number of 
other laborers were set at that work. There 
was no discrimination in his case."’

SPAIN FOLLOWS CLEVELAND’S MOVE, 


Refuses to Present the Official Corre- 
spondence Regarding Cuba.

Madrid, June 15.—(Copyrighted@, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}—In the Senate today 
Sefior Gimeno asked that the documents 
exchanged between the governments at 
Washington and Madrid on the recent events 
in Cuba might be communicated to the 
House. The Minister of Foreign Affairs re- 
plied that he could not make the diplomatic 
documents public. President Cleveland also 
had been asked, but refused. to communicate 
them to Congress. He declared that the re-

BANK PRESIDENT IS SHOT 


SENSATIONAL AFFAIR IN A NEW 


YORK CITY OFFICE, 


George H. Wyckoff of the Bank of 
New Amsterdam Is Fired Upon by 
a Stranger After First Being Pre- 
sented with a Letter Demanding 
$6,000 — Would-Be Robber Then 
Turns His Pistol Upon Himself— 
Both Taken tothe Hoédpital. 


New York, June 15.—[(Special.]—George H. 
Wyckoff, President of the Bank of New 
Amsterdam, was shot in the abdomen today 
by a man who gave his name as Clark and 
who attempted suicide after shooting Mr. 
Wyckoff. 

The bank President was sitting in his pri- 
vate office at 12:45 when a young man, neat- 
ly dressed, entered and presented him with 
a letter which read: 

“We want $6,000. Five $1,000 notes, ten 
$100 notes. I will shoot you if you make a 
false move, so be careful—very. My partner 
outside also has you covered, and if you 
give an alarm within three minutes after I 
ieave he will throw a stick of dynamite 
through the front entrance. Put money in 
an envelope. Do not talk.’ 

The Bank of New Amsterdam is in the 
southeast corner of the Metropolitan Opera- 
House, Thirty-ninth and Broadway. The 
private office is divided off from the rest of 
the bank by a wooden partition with cur- 
tained glass windows in its upper half. 
President Wyckoff’s desk, in front of which 
he was sitting, is in the extreme southeast 
corner between twe windows, one opening 
out on Broadway, the other on Thirty-ninth 
street. . 

Mr. Wyckoff, as soon as he had read this 
extraordinary unsigned letter, turned in his 
chair to confront the man who had presented 
it, and attempted to rise in his chair. The 
Stranger, who had a revolver in his hand, 
aimed it at the middle of Mr. Wyckoff’s 
body and pulled the trigger. The bullet 
struck the bank President in the middle of 
the abdomen. 


Stranger Tries to Kill Himself. 

Not realizing for the moment that he was 
shot Mr. Wyckoff made a rush at the 
Stranger, who ran to the other end of the 
private office and fired two shots rapidly at 
himself. The first of these missed him, but 
the second one, aimed at his heart, fell low 
and passed through his stomach. 

This was all done so quickly that Mr. 
Wyckoff had not taken more than a step or 
two when the stranger turned pale and fell 
in a heap on the floor. Only then did Mr. 
Wyckoff realize that he himself was wound- 
ed and bleeding. He walked through one 
of the two doors of the private office with his 
hand clasped tight over that part of his 
clothing which covered the wound, into the 
passageway behind the front office, crying 
out: ‘‘ I am shot.’’ 

The first of the bank clerks ‘to reach Mr. 
Wyckoff was Isaac E. Demorest, the paying 
teller, whose booth is nearest the private 

flicce. The wounded man_ said to Mr. 

emorest: ‘‘I am badly hurt. Send over 
for Mr. Tilford, and also notify my wife and 
daughters.”’ 

The Mr. Tilford referred:to is Frank Til- 
ford, Vice-President of the bank and a mem- 
ber of the firm of Parkes & Tilford. 

Three other clerks came to Mr. Wyckoff’s 
assistance, and supported him untila couple 
of rugs were obtained and placed on the 
marble floor. Then he was laid on the 
rugs and remained there until the ambulance 
came. 

The bank janitor, Dennis Lyons, who was 
on his way to his dinner, ran into the private 
office as soon ashe had seen Mr. Wyckoff 
come out of it, and found the young man 
who had done the shooting still lying on the 
floor where he had fallen. 

‘What is your name?” the janitor asked. 

‘‘ Charles Clark,” was the reply. 

‘‘Who did the. shooting?’

Both in the Same Ambulance. 

Clark said he was sorry he had not killed 
himself right away and that he had no home. 
Lyons left him to get a policeman and sum- 
mon an ambulance. The victim and his as- 
sassin were placed together in an ambulance 
in charge of a patrolman and taken to the 
New York Hospital. Both the wounded men 
were quite conscious as they lay side by 
side on their journey to the hospital, and 
Mr. Wyckoff turning to Clark said: 

“What did you want to do this for? I 
never did anything to you. God forgive 
you is all I say.’’ 

‘*I’m sorry for you, but I’m not sorry for 
myself,’’ was Clark’s answer. This was all 
the conversation between the two men, but 
Clark told the patrolman he had bougnt 
the revolver in order to kill himself with it. 


Both Likely to Die. 

At the New York Hospital the diagnosis 
in each casé was a bullet wound in the ab- 
domen. No accurate prognosis of the cas-s 
could be made, the chief danger*being peri- 
tonitis and blood poisoning. After the first 
cursory examination the condition of both 
men was announced to be precarious, that 
of Mr. Wyckoff being considered more so 
than that of his assailant. 

Clark’s pockets when searched gave no 
sign of his identity. The revolver’ was a 
five-chambered one and nickel-plated. The 
only other article found was a long, brass 
watch chain, very much tarnished, with 2 
steel picture nail at the end where the watch 
should be. 

The letter was written on a sheet of note 
paper, with the Marlborough Hotel heading. 
Nothifig was known of Clark at the hotel, 
though it was said a man answering his de- 
scription had procured a sheet of paper and 
had gone into the writing-room with it. 

The threat contained in the letter about a 
confederate is believed by the police to be 
without foundation. 

Refuses to Disclose Identity. 

Coroner Edward T. Fitzpatrick went to 
the New York Hospital between 3 and 4 
o’clock this afternoon and took the ante- 
mortem statement of Mr. Wyckoff and his 
assailant. Clark said he was from the West, 
but would not say what part of the West. 
He refused to give his age or any other in- 
formation about himself. He acknowledged 
he had a wife and children, but would not 
say¥ where they were, and did not care if he 
was buried in the potter’s field. He said his 
sole purpose was to get money for his family. 

He did not intend to kill President Wyckoff 
when he entered the bank, but to kill only 
himself, if the money was refused him. He 
could not explain why he had shot Mr. 
Wyckoff. He refused to sign the memoran- 
dum of his statement the Coroner had made. 

Mr. Wryckoff’s statement to the Coroner 
was simply a recital of the details of the 
crime. He was too weak to sign the memo- 
randum and made his mark by touching the 
pen. The bank of New Amsterdam was es- 
tablished seven years ago by prominent 
bankers, merchants, and professional men 
in order to provide for the wants of the 
upner Broadway section of the city. 

The watchman’s name is George E. Dyson 
and he is held by the police. There were 
five men in the gang, and from the trail of 
blood left the police think several were shot. 

The operation of laparotomy was per- 
formed tonight on Mr, Wyckoff by Dr. Rob- 
ert F. Weir, Dr. Frank Hartley, and Dr. 
Murray. They found the bullet had cut the 
intestines in four places and lodged in the 
back. He recovered from the ether in good 
shape. The doctors say he is in a very dan- 
gerous condition. His chances of recovery 
are very slight. 

The doctors also performed an operation 
on Clark. It was found the bullet had pene- 
trated the liver. It left him very low. The 
surgeons did not believe he weuld live 
through the night. Clark’s wife called to 
see him tonight, according to the hospital 
authorities. They, however, refused to tell 
anything more or to say whether she had 
given any address‘ :

LITTLE CHILD DROWNED IN A DITCH. 


Infant Daughter of A. Winhold Wan- 
ders Out While the Family Is Get- 
ting Supper and Meets Death. 


Drowned ina ditch. Such was the fate of 
the baby daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Alvin 
Winhold, who live at No. 7848 Chauncey 
avenue, Grand Crossing. This was because 
there are no sewers in that part of the city. 

At 6 o’clock last evening, while the family 
was preparing for supper, the little girl, 
Elizabeth, who is only 2% years old, strayed 
out of the house and wandered down the 
street. She was left alone for the moment 
and in her baby tashion she sought new 
amusement. 

A few minutes later she was missed and 
search was made for her, first in the house 
and then out of doors. Up and down the 
streets the distracted parents ran, asking 
the meighbors if they had seen the baby. 
One woman had seen the little one when she 
first came out of the house, but she also was 
busy getting supper and did not notice where 
she went. 

In Grand Crossing during the spring and 
at all seasons after a rain water collects 
in the ditches, and remains there until it 
either sinks into the ground or is drawn 
up into the clouds. For years the residents 
of that vicinity have been accustomed to 
wading through pools of water and patches 
of mud, and wending their uncertain way 
over floating sidewalks. But beyond the il]- 
ness sometimes incurred by reason of get- 
ting wet no disaster has heretofore oc- 
curred. . 

At the intersection of Seventy-ninth street 
and Chauncey avenue the water by the sidé 
of the roadway is three feet*'deep. No one 
saw the infant as she approached this pool 
of death. When the parents came to the 
place they saw the marks on the muddy 
bank where she had slipped. They looked 
down in the water and saw the baby—dead. 

The news quickly spread and at once be- 
came the absorbing topic of the neighbor- 
hood. Coupled with sympathy fer the be- 
reaved parents came thoughts of the danger 
to other little ones. For years the inconven- 
ience of muddy crossings and floating side- 
walks hac been endured, an although peti- 
tions had been presented and protests made 
they had noi succeeded in getting sewers in. 

The residents of that section are working 
people, many of whom bought their homes 
several years ago, ani have waited ever 
since for promised improvements. .The 
greater part of, the property there ts still 
vacant, and the owners of homes there say 
that the owners of the unimproved property 
are fighting against sewers and such im- 
provements, as putting them in would re- 
quire the payment of assessments. 

A feeling of deepest indignation prevailed 
last night. All the residents of the neighbor- 
hood are fufly aroused. They stood at th= 
corners and denounced the policy which 
had prevented putting in sewers and bitter- 
ly condemned the persons whom they re- 
garded as being responsible, some even Z0- 
ing so far as to declare that the blood of 
the child rested on the heads of those who 
were instrumental in preventing the work. 
It is probable that the owner of one of the 
large tracts of unimproved land would have 
been roughly handled, to say the least, had 
he appeared there last night. 

A meeting of the residents will be held be- 
fore Sunday night at which measures will 
be decided upon to induce the city authori- 
tles to take action in the matter and a dele-

MURPHY HAS THE PRIZE. 


DECISION OF REFEREE FANNING 
VINDICATES HIS CLAIM, 


Long Delayed and Fiercely Contested 
Road Race Question Finally Set- 
tled — Conflicting Testimony Ren- 
ders the Adjudication a Matter of 
Difficulty, but the Evidence Fully 
Establishes the Right of the North 
Shore Wheelman to First Time. 


Murphy gets the time prize. Referee Fan- 
ning rendered his long-delayed decision in the 
Murphy-Faulhaber time prize contest in the 
Chicago road race last night at the meeting 
of the Associated Cycling Clubs, awarding 
the prize to Frank B. Murphy of the North 
Shore Wheelmen. 

The meeting was attended by friends of 
both contestants, each party seeming confi- 
dent that its man would be awarded the 
prize and no little consternation was caused 
in the Faulhaber ranks when Referee Fan- 
ning’s report was read, giving the prize to 
Murphy. They thought their man would 
surely win and were on hand to shout and 
congratulate him on his victory over Mur- 
phy, whom they believed would be declared 
a fraud ahd branded as the most daring 
“faker” that ever stole a road race, 

‘Murphy, too, was at the meeting, and from 
the appearance of his face must have known 
beforehand, through some of his friends, 
that at last he was to be vindicated of the 
charge of having started from the farm at 
Niles and entering the Chicago road race at 
a point more than twelve miles from the 
start, thus stealing the race from those who 


started at Wheeling. ‘ 

From the evidence Referee Fanning said 
there could be no doubt that Murphy rode 
the full course. Ever since the first accusa~- 
tions were made against him he has stoutly 
maintained he rode the entire route, never 
ewerving in the slightest detail from his first 
statements. 7 

Asks for the Judges. ‘ 

When the time came for Fanning’s report 
to be submitted it was announced that he 
wished to see the judges priyately to con- 
sult with them. The judges and Mr. Fan- 
ning then retired to the ante-room and re- 
mained in consultation until 12:30 o’clock, 
reviewing and discussing the affidavits and 
evidence bearing on both sides of the case: 
A crowd of perhaps 200 waited In the hall 
until the report should be read. 

At 12:30 the judges, followed by Mr. Fan- 
ning, filed out of the ante-room, and it was 
whispered by some that the prize had been 
given to Murphy and by others that it was 
awarded to Faulhaber. They walked slowly 
back into the hall and President Fisher 
called the meeting to order. Secretary Ma- 
guire then read Fanning’s report awarding 
the first time to Murphy. The report was 
received with cheers from Murphy’s friends, 
who crowded around him, shaking him by 
the hand and offering congratulations. The 
Faulhaber faction received the report with 
good grace, some shaking Murphy's hand 


and congratulating him. 

In the secret consultation the evidence 
waseput to a vote of the judges, four voting 
for Murphy and four against him, one non- 
committal. Fanning cast the deciding vote, 
giving the time prize to Murphy. 

After the decision had been rendered 
Murphy had this to say about his case: 

Talks of the Decision. 

“I am glad,there are some people who 
have all along believed that I was not guilty 
of the dirty work charged against me. I 
have been pretty badly treated in this mat- 
ter, but still I am all right now and bear no 
malice towards the people who have pushed 
the case against me. I rode the cour@e, and 
if I were in training would ride it again 
against any one.”’ ! 

Faulhaber said: ‘I'll give him a handicap of 
five minutes and bet him $100 I can beat him 
any time.”’ 

©. R. Nelson said: “ I'll give him a handi- 
cap of two minutes if he wants to race me.” 

Referee Fanning said last night that, while 
he believed his decision Was tnpopular, in 
the face of the evidence produced none other 
could be rendered. He said -ten persons had 
made affidavits that they saw Murphy start 
at Wheeling, and that but three had been 
made stating that he entered the race at 
Niles. Mr. Fanning said the affiants were 
people of equal repute and that the evidence 
favoring Murphy simply outweighed that of 
Faulhaber. He further said he had submit- 
ted yesterday the evidence to one of the 
ablest jurists In Chicago, who told him no 
other decision could be justly rendered, 

Although Murphy was given the prize last 
night, the end of this case may not have yet 
been settled. There was some talk at the 
meeting that the case would be carried into 
the courts for final settlement, and it was 
even hinted by Faulhaber’s friends that 
more would yet be heard of it. 


Race Committee Report. 


The Race committee reported the expenses 
of the Chicago road race 4s $567.47,which was 
$67 more than they had on hand. For the 
National Circuit Race committee George K. 
Barrett said he had received a communica- 
tion saying the Thirty-fifth street track had 
been bid for previous to the time of the com- 
mittee’s bid, and that it was unlikely the 
track could be secured unless a higher price 
was offered. ‘The committee will endeavor to 
secure another place for the meet, and Mr. 
Barrett thought he would Be able to have 
satisfactory arrangements made to report at 
next Monday night’s meeting. He reported 
a blocmer dance will be given after the del- 
egates’ road race at the Coliseum on Satur- 
day night. 

Chairman Porter of the Delegates’ Road 
Race committee reported that the entry 
blanks were all sent out and have been re- 
ceived by the members, and that arrange- 
ments had been completed for the banquet 
to be given after the race at the Leland 
Hotel. Twenty-six entries have so far been 
received. Medical attendance has been of- 
fered free of chargé and surgeons will be 
on hand at the slaughter. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
care of wheels while the members are at the 
banquet. ; 

The Park Commissioners have given an- 
other club the right of way at 4 o’clock and 
an attempt will be made by Mf. Porter to 
get that club to divide the time, and if it 
can be done the race will be started at 4 
o’clock, otherwise at 4:30. Should the race 
not be started at the time scheduled the del- 
egates will be notified by postal card of the 
exact time. 

The West Side Race committee reported 
that scheduled races have been sent to al! 
the West Side clubs. 

A motion was made that the A. C. C. ap- 
propriate money for the surveying of the 
West Side courses. The motion was voted 
down, and the clubs will have to pay their 
own expenses. 

A special committee to investigate the pro- 
gram difficulty with B. F. Weil recommend- 
ed that a settlement be made on the best 
terms that could be obtained, and a com- 
promise settlement will be arranged and re- 
ported at the next meeting. 


Jackson Street Question. 


Chairman Root of the Good R - 
mittee said the South Park Coutieinatoners 
would take no action in regard to accepting. 
Jackson street for one month. The board 
had talked the matter over and some had 
favored the acceptance, but did not know 
where the money was to come from for its 
maintenance. A petition will be circulated 
to be signed by the members of the Asso- 
ciated Cycling Clubs and all cyclists, to be 
sent to the South Park Commissioners, pray- 
ing them to accept the street. 

An ordinance will be drawn up and pre- 
sented to the Commissioners of the different 
parks asking them to require all vehicles to 
carry’ lights. 

In regard to transportation to the L. A. W. 
meet at Peoria a committee was appointed 
to see what arrangements could be made 
with the railroads. The Monon was voted 
the official route for the national meet at 
Louisville, and andther committee of three 
was appointed to attend to transportation 
to that event. 

A resolution was offered by Secretary Mc- 
Guire, copies of which are to be sent to all 
passenger departments, as follows: 

Resolved, That the railroads centering in Chi- 
cago be ed to carry bicycles free when ac- 
companied by the owners.

GAMBLING ROOMS RUNNING IN THE 
KEYSTONE HOTEL. 


Wink at flie Barkeeper in Hunter & 
Mortimer’s Saloon and Admission 
to the Rooms Above Is Gained— 
Faro, Craps, Roulette, and Other 
Games in Full Blast — Clerks, La- 
borers, Whites, and Negroes Crowd 
the Tables All Night. 


Almost every form of gambling known is 
being carried on at the Keystone Hotel, No. 
3022 State street. Electric fans, brilliantly 
lighted rooms, easy chairs, and a large 
coterie of friends all combine to make the 
time pass pleasantly in the “ tiger’s ” lair. 

Last night the “ tiger ’ was at home toan 
unusually large number. It was easy to 
gain admittance. The barkeeper in the 
saloon below needed only a wink to make 
things all right with the doorkeeper, and the 
rest of the way was unobstructed. The sa- 
loon is conducted by Hunter & Mortimer. 

At the rear of the barroom a short flight 
of stairs leads into the large gambling- 
rooms. In the first room is a stud-poker 
table. There were ten players seated about 
this table at 9 o’clock ‘last night. In the 
rear of this room was another in which a 
crap table was the principal attraction. 
Clerks and laboring-men, young and old, 
colored and white, thickly crowded the 
room. 

“Give us a_ bet, boys,” urged the game- 
keeper, and the boys gave him all the bets 
he could handle. 

Cry of the Game-Keeper. 

The croupier talked constantly. , 

“Come on, boys, come on,”’ he said, “‘ you 
can’t Win all the time, and you can’t lose all 
the time. But you are bound to win and you 
are bound to lose. Here is a man who made 
twenty passes last night. Get your money 
on the line. Wecan pay all bets. Try a little 
‘eight’ money? Anything you like. I will 
bet that he can’t make anything that vou 
bet he can,” and he always told the truth. 

One young man, who looked as if he had 
been working on a farm, had $20 in front of 
him and as a result he was well treated by 
the ‘* house.’’ 

“Take this stool,”’ begged a #* capper,”’ 
believing, with good reason, that if the 
young man remained long enough he would 
not carry away much money. Such men are 
known 4s “ producers.”” They are eagerly 
sought after by the gamblers, for they never 
ask for a stake and never murmur if they 
lose all. 

{n the next room was heard the merry 
rattle of the little roulette ball. Many pre- 
ferrec this game on account of the greater 
gain, if the player is lucky. 

“We pay thirty-five for one heré,”’ sug- 
gested the manatthe wheel. Whenever one 
was lucky enough to catch the right number 
he was supposed to treat the room, and but 
little would remain for him. 

On the third floor an attendant was deal- 
ing ‘‘ bank ’’—which is the term given the 
faro table. All was still here. No one spoke. 
The players put their chips down with care, 
took them up in the same manner, and were 
satisfied to let the dealer do the rest. 


Have Plenty of Money. 
The gamblers were not the variety known 


as “‘shoe-string’’ or ‘* tin-horn ” specula- 
tors. They had plenty of money, but wanted 
more. The same was true of the players. 


In every game there were a number of 
“‘cappers,”’ as those are designated who are 
employed to bring players into the game. 

In the saloon and on the sidewalk in front 
are men who watch that no outsider is ad- 
mitted who apbears to be looking for infor- 
mation, buf as a rulé all are welcome. The 
more welcome, of course, are those who have 
the appearance of having money to invest. 

As a reporter for THE TRIBUNE left the 
house last night a police Sergeant was talk- 
ing pleasantly with one of the lookout men, 
but, to judge from all appearances, he was 
entirely unconscious of the fact that dozens 
of gamblers were, at that minute, playing 
within a few feet of where he stood. 

All the evening men passed out and in 
at this resort, which is one of the most popu- 
lar of any-on the South Side. The talk and 
laughter of those in the rooms above couhi 
easily be heard in the saloon’ below. The 
upper room is in communication with the 
one underneath. On the wall back of the 
crap table was a “ buzzer” that would be 
used to warn the players that-saome danger 
was impendiriz. but the “‘ buzzer’ did not 
** buzz ”’ last night. 


DOWN-TOWN POOL-ROOMS ARE OPEN 


Police Make a Feeble Attempt to 
Check the Gamblers. 

Three pool-rooms in the down-town dis- 
trict were open all of yesterday afternoon. 
The police did not raid them. They were 
ore by THE TRIBUNE reporters as fol- 
Ows: 

Smith & Perry’s rooms, No. 119 Clark 
street. 

Ald. John Coughlin’s saloon, No. 169 Madi- 
son street. 

Powers & O’Brien’s saloon, No. 170 Madi- 
son street. ; 

The investigation made on Saturday by 
THE TRIBUNE and the declaration of Chief 
Badenoch that he would close them yester- 
day made the managers of the pool-rooms 
and the bookmakers a little cautious in ad- 
mitting patrons, but if a person proved he 
was not a detective or a newspaper man he 
was admitted with a gracious welcome. 

When Chief of Police Badenoch was noti- 
fied at 3 p. m. of the almost wide-open con- 
dition of-affairs he announced that he had 
given Inspector Fitzpatrick orders to stop 
pool-selling if there was any in existence 
within the city limits, and that he had sent 
the -same orders to Inspector Hunt at the 
Stock-Yards in reference to James O’ Leary’s 
place at Root and Halsted. Inspector Fitz- 
patrick said a litthe later that he sent out 
three detectives in the down-town district 
and that all of them made reports during the 
afternoon to the effect that there was no 
pool-selling in Chicago. The Inspector did 
not tell these detectives they are fit candi- 
dates for the deaf, dumb, and blind asylum. 

The Chief says he is as anxious as THE 
TRIBUNE to suppress pool-selling and in- 
tends to raid rooms wherever he can find any 
evidence of the game. He says his_.detec- 
tives are too well known to get this ocular 
kird of evidence. And to prove: his good 
faith he called in his messenger and his pri- 
vate secretary, gave them money to make 
bets with, and instructions to try to gain 
an entfance to the pool-rooms pointed out 
by the reporters for THE TRIBUNE. While 
they were not admitted to the betting-rooms 
by the sentries, they saw every evidence of 
pool-selling, and partially confirmed in their 
report what the reporters had told the Chief 
of Police. ; 

But that was not enough. The Chief 
acknowledges pool-sellers are defying him 
and the law, but he says he must have direct 
evidence before making a raid. And he says 
his department is too feeble to get this, but 
that he will continue to look for something 
that will close and convict the gamblers, 

The Chief declares that if he can procure 
evidence of pool-selling in connection with 
saloons, no matter who owns the saloon— 
Ald. Coughlin or anybody else with a polit- 
ical pull—the license of that saloon will be 
revoked. 

Smith & Perry’s resort has been running 
nearly two months and does a business of 
about $3,000 to $4,000 a day. Sam Dahl and 
Jchn Condon are interested in this “* enter- 
prise ” and are,patronized by 300 or 400 play- 


ers every day. 

Wasmes O'Leary's. at the Stock-Yards, is 
said to do the biggest business of all the 
pool-rooms now running in Chicago. Itisin 
the rear of a saloon at No. 4147 South Hal- 
ated street, is crowded all the time, and 
sometimes takes in as high as $10,000 a day 


in bets.

MISS REHAN.AS THE BARONESS VERA 


Opening Night of the Daly Company’s 
Season at the Columbia. 

Nothing short of a Presidential conven- 
tion, and a Republican sound money one at 
that, can keep any considerable number of 
Chicagoans away, from an opening night of 
Ada Rehan’s. Such portion of Chicago as 
remained away from St. Louis was on hand 
last. night at the Columbia to see the Bar- 
oness Vera in “ The Last Word,” with the 
rest of Augustin Daly’s famous company. 
When Mr. Daly staged his adaptation of 
Franz von Schonthau’s rather heavy Ger- 
man comedy, called “ The Last Word,” he 
did not depart from the wise policy which 
ever keeps in mind the fact that fun is legal 
tender in dull times or brisk. Nor has the 
lady of siltver-statue fame forgotten her 
golden talent of lightsome touch and care- 
expelling grace. To Chicago audiences ** The 
Last Word” is not as familiar as many of 
Mr. Daly’s other pieces, nor is Vera alto- 
gether the best of Miss Rehan’srdles. That 
distinction is reserved for her Lady Teazle 
and her shrewish Katherine, in which she is 
unapproached and unapproachable. But 


in its way the wit and sentiment of the be- | 


witching and peace-compelling Baroness in 
“ The Last Word” accomplishes the same 
end—it takes the hearer out of the sordid 
world of realities into the land of laughing 
dreams, and sends him away rested, re- 
freshed, and in good humor with the world 
in general and with the Baroness Vera in 
particular. 

Airy nothings as are many of the pieces 
in which Miss Rehan has achieved success, 
she contrivés to throw into all of them a 
breezy rustle as delightful as that of a wild- 
wood in June. And in her most careless 
moments there is a sureness of.touch that 
Suggests Paderewski with his minuet and 
his piano. -The continuous ripples of laugh- 
ter that played over the audience last night 
were convincing proof that she continues 
in possession of all her old-time power. 

It was quite difficult to grasp the threads 
of the plot in the first act, and Vera’s Rus- 
sianized English, which Miss Rehan speaks 
most charmingly, was hard to catch. It 
was only in the second act that the hearers 
had a chance to express all the friendliness 
they were predisposed to lavish. And they 
did it with a will in the swift climax where 
the Baroness Vera converts the Secretary’s 
son to his sister’s cause by the power of her 
fierce enthusiasm. It is a strong bit of act- 
ing. 

The third act is more of a logical necessity 
than a shining success. In other hands than 
Miss Rehan’s the pathetic child story which 
is supposed to melt the adamantine heart of 
the ‘paternal Secretary would be enough to 
wreck the whole piece. It is scarcely ade- 
quate for its purpose, but Miss Rehan’s inten- 
sity makes it so. If one saw nothing but her 
gestures and her eyes one could feel all that 
is meant to be felt. But why does Mr. Daly 
keep that archaic closing couplet before the 
final curtain, in which Vera is made to ask 
for bravos? 

The last act is short on dramatic force at 
best, and this sounds flat. These are all the 
faults one finds with the piece. For the rest, 
the lines are often witty and never weak. 
Mr. Clarke's acting of the Secretary did well 
what it was meant to do—threw Miss Rehan’s 
powers into fine relief. Mr: Richman showed 
remarkable power and literally carried the 
house with him in the fine climax of enthu- 
siasm at the close of the second act. Mr. 
Varrey as the old professor and Mr. Lewis 
as Airey both deserved the applause they 
got, though the latter’s indistinct enuncia- 
tion lost some of. the humorous lines to the 
audience. -

Rehan as Lady Teazle: Wednesday,

RESOLUTION FOR ALL KINDS OF 
MONEY ADOPTED AFTER A FIGHT. 


Senator Allison Said to Have Written 
the Document and Sent It to St. 
Louis by Senator Gear—Delegation 
Flooded with Protests by Business- 


pose—Decisive Vote on the Reso- 
lution. 

St. “Louis, Mo., June 15.—[{Special.]—Wash- 
ington won out easily in the lowa delegation 
this afternoon and Senator Gear, who was 
elected a member of the Committee on Réso- 
lutions, was instructed to support the baldest 
straddle which could be imagined. 
resolution as it was adopted after a long 
and heated discussion by a vote of 5to 1%, 
was as follows: 

‘We favor the use of gold, 
paper as the money of the United States, all 
to be kept on a parity of value, and the en- 
actment of necessary laws to.accomplish 
the purpose. We also favor the use of silver 
as international money either through in- 
ternationl agreement to secure a common 
ratio, with free coinage at such ratio by the 
agreeing nations, or by concurrent lecis- 
lation of the leading nations to accomplish 
the same purpose. 

“That pending such arrangement, which 
should be prompted by the power of the 
United States, it is unwise and inexpedient 
for the United States Alone, to adopt the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 1t to 1, and 
therefore we oppose such free coinage of 
silver.”’ 

This resolution was adopted after a num- 
ber of. others ramging all the way from a 
gold standard to almost silver coimage were 
disposed of. 

The resolution as it was passed was offered 
by Mr. Helsell for Senator Gear, and:it is 
stated positively that Senator Allison pre- 
pared this resolution and gave it to Senator 
Gear to bring to St. Louis, and it was in his 
pocket when he reached this ci4y. This 
resolution will be a surprise to the people of 
lowa, and that it will be received by them 
with disgust bordering upon tndignation 
will be shown by the following copies of 
telegrams received by members of the dele- 
gation today. These telegrams indicate the 
good results of THe TRIBUNE’S exposé of 
the situation as it appeared this morning:

The routine of the meeting pertaining to 
the financial discussion was about as (fol- 


lows: 

The ball was opened by Delegate Struble 
from the Fifth District. He made a speech 
in which he fairly wept over the woes of 

e “‘ poor farmers.” 

e said they were all of them way down in 
the dumps and couldn't raise money enough 
to pay the interest on what they owe. Mr. 
Struble thought that something like this 
ought to be adopted: | 

“Resolved, That we favor the use of both 
gold and silver as standard money, with 
such restrictions and'under such provisions 
as will secure the parity in value of the two 
metais.” 

This resolution failed to receive much sup-, 

rt and was lost. Mr. Helsell offered the 
ollowing resolution: | 

“ Resolved, That the Iowa delegation di- 

rect its representative on the Committee 

on Resolutions that we are in favor if his 
voting in said committee for a resolution 
distinctively in favor of an unqualified gold 
standard.”’ 

This resolution was killed by a vote of f 
to 19, even Mr. Helsell himself -vot'!ng 
against it, when it came to the test. Col. 
French of Davenport voted in favor of it. 

Then came the discussion of the financial 
question. Delegates Helsell, French, and 
Merry favored a gold standard; while Déle- 
gates Struble, Hepburn, Baker, and Gear 
favored a straddle, or what amounted prac- 
tically to’ that. 

Col. French offered a resolution that it was 
the sense of the delegation that the words 
“ existing gold standard ”’ should be placed 
in the national platform. The resolution 
had scarcely more than been read whén 
Col. Hepburn was on his feet with a motion 
to strike out “ gold.’’ This motion was car- 
ried by a vote of 15 to 6, and then the emas- 
culated resolution was laid upon the table 


* unanimously. - 


A host of resdjutions and amendments to 
other resolutions pending were hurled into 


the discussion, until the Secretary was un— 


able to keep track of them. Speeches made 
by Col. Hepburn, Seth Baker, and G: R. 
Struble bordered frequently dangerously 
close to free silver. Among other things 
Col. Hepburn said that it would be impos- 
sible, in his opinion, to send a single Repub-

BUSY DAY FOR MANAGER HANNA. 


Listens to Suggestions and Gives Ad- 
vice on Financial Question. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—[Spectal.]—The 
day has been the busiest Mr. Hanna has had 
since his coming from Cleveland on Thes- 
day. He followed the example he set him- 
self yesterday, and refrained from enter- 
ing the rooms of the Ohio delegation, except 
in the most casual manner, and only twice 
throughout the day. Business was trans- 
acted in his own private apartment, and 
there he received a multitude of visitors 
from early in the morning until late at night. 

He expressed himeelf as being, and appear- 
ances bore out his statement, in perfect 
health, amd abundantly able to bear the fa- 
tigue consequent upon the sessions of the 
national convention without any strain on 
his constitution. 

The principal topic in his room was, as 
usual, the currency queston. While insist- 
ing that protection is the soundest argu- 
ment the Republican party will have to ad- 
vance during the forthcoming campaign, 
he, nevertheless, gave up the principal por- 
tion of the day to listening to suggestions 
from and giving advice to those interested 
in the monetary question. 

One of the minor pieces of business trans- 
acted was the selection of the badge celebrat- 
ing Maj. McKinley's nomination, to be worn 
by the seventy-two members of the! New 
York delegation upon their return home from 
the convention. J. G. Brewster, a wealthy 
merchant of Rochester, N. Y., and one of 
the representatives from that State, went 
about among his fellow-delegates during 
their journey to this city, and obtained 
from each a promise that he would not 
only abide by the nominations to be made 
in St. Louis, but would, with all the ¢heer- 
fulness he will be able to command, de¢orate 
himself with badges in honor of the vic- 
torious Ohioan. 

The design selected is an extremely elab- 
orate one. It is a bow of the national ¢olors, 
in the center of which is a flag button, and 
pendent from it a broad satin ribbon with 
the inscription: “ Patriotism, Prosperity, 
Protection. William McKinley.” Just 
above and in front of this ribbon is a care- 
fully executed portrait of the apostle of pro- 
tection in sizé somewhat larger than a 
silver dollar. These will be in readinéss for 
the coat: lapels of the New-Yorkers, dis- 
gruntied or otherwise, sodn after the Presi- 
dential nomination is made.

IOWA IS HEARD FROM. 


VIEWS OF REPUBLICANS RELATIVE 
TO FINANCIAL PLANK. 


EE ———_ 


Consensus of Opinion Is Against Any 
Evasion of the Issue and in Favor 
of a Bold Stand by the State Delega- 
tion—All Are in Favor of Sound 
Money, but the Term Has More than 
One Meaning in Some Parts of the 
State. 

Correspondents of THe TRIBUNE in Iowa 
were asked yesterday to ascertain the Re- 
publican sentiment in the State relative to 
the reported wavering of the lowa delegation 
to the Republican National convention on 
the money question, The opinion of no two 
or three persons was to be taken, but each 
correspondent was asked to sum up in defi- 
nite terms the party judgment. Following 
are the replies: 


Ninety Per Cent Gold at Muscatine. 

Muscatine, Ia., June 15.—{Special.]—The 
sentiment here is almost unanimous in favor 
of sound money, and against the free coinage 
of silver, A dozen or more Republicans in- 
terviewed pronounced the sentiment to be 
for sound money with no straddling or un- 
certain meaning. Even many of the leading 
Democrats have expressed themselves hope- 
ful that this question would be fought out on 
this line and settle the matter for the good of 
the country. There are a few Republicans 
in this city that believe silver to be the great 
question of the day, but they do not comprise 
even 10 per cent of the vote of the county. 


Against Boies and Free Silver. 
Fort Dodge, Ia., June 15.—{Special.]—That 
there will be no equivocation on the financial 
question at the Republican convention is 
the anxious wish of the Republicans of this 
part of the State, who with remarkable 
unanimity are opposed to the free coinage 
of silver. It is regarded as absolutely es- 
sential that the Republicans shall formulate 
a plank which will ring with sound money 
sentiment. It is estimated that hundreds of 
disgusted Democrats in this community will 
vote against Boies and free silver if they but 
be given the assurance that they are not be- 
ing beguiled with smooth and meaningless 
phrases. That the Iowa delegation should 
give grounds for the suspicion that the State 
is not sound as granite on the money question 

is a humiliation to the Republicans here. 


Divided Sentiment in Johnson County 
Iowa City, Ia., June 15.—[Special.]—The 
sentiment of the Republicans of this city 
and Johnson County on the money question 
is greatly divided. The party lines are not 
closely drawn. Many prominent Repub- 
licans stand upon the Maine plank, that 
‘“‘we are opposed to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver except by international 
agreement, and until such agreement can 
be obtained we believe that the present 
gold standard should be maintained.” Prob- 
ably the great majority of Johnson County 
Republicans stand upon a broad middle 
ground, being equally opposed to the free 
coinage of silver ata ratio of 16 to 1 and to 
gold monometallism, ao” \ 


Few if Any Favor a Straddle. 

Fort Madison, Ia., June 15.—[Special.]}— 
There is a wide variation in the sentiment of 
the Republicans in this city on the money 
question, but there is no doubt that a major- 
ity of them favor a direct declaration in the 
national platform for the gold standard. 
There is, though, a sizeable minority of the 
timid one who would be best satisfied 
with a straddle. The thinkers, however, 
clearly realize that the battle between the 
gold standard and 16 to 1 must be fought, 
and they can safely be set down as favoring 
a clean cut plan for gold, without equivoca- 
tion or unnecessary verbiage, and hope for 
a silver declaration in the Democratic plat- 
form. 


Straddlebugs at Iowa Falls. 

Iowa Falls, Ia., June 15.—This city is 
strongly Republican, -and the free silver 
sentiment has pervaded the ranke of the 
party here to some extent. A carful esti- 
mate places such sentiment at 20 or 25 per 
cent. The balance of the Republicans favor 
nothing of unlimited coinage of silver un- 
less under international agreement. 
is a scarcity of gold or single standard Re- 
publicans, and there seems to be an earnest 
demand from the leaders of the party here 
that the plank adopted by the convention 
should not bind the party to such an agrec- 
ment on the currency question. A majority 
favor some straddle based.upon an agree- 
ment of an international character, in which 
silver may resume its old place in the cur- 
rency of the world. The adoption of a single 
gold standard plank by the 
would probably divide thei party ranks in 
this city, with a majority leaning to a bi- 
metallic system of national currency. 


In Buchanan, Blackhawk, and Grundy 

Independence, Ia., June 15.—[{Special.]— 
The Republicans of this community are to a 
man for sound money and strongly repudiate 
any suggestion of a straddle, They declare 
that any delegate in the party favoring a 
straddle will straddle themselves out of a 
position when election day rolls around, 
They want every dollar just as good as every 
other dollar and any ratio other than one 
which will not make them so will be rejected 
with scorn, The sentiment of this entire 
community of Republicans is for sound 
money. This is the sentiment in Buchanan, 
Blackhawk, and Grundy Counties. Untilan 
international agreement can be had, they 
want the gold standard maintained. Judge 
Blair of Delaware County today said his dis- 
trict was solid for sound money and that 
gold shouid appear in the platform in big 
gold letters, »? 


Indorse Position of Senator Gear. 

Mount Pleasant, Ia., June 15.—[Special.}— 
The Republican sentiment of this county is 
unquestionably in favor of the gold standard 
and in the same degree opposed to the free 
coinage of silver. The term “ gold stand- 
ard,"”’ however, is not understood by the 
farmers, to whom it suggests Wall street 
and British financial domination. The Re- 
publicans of this county will not tolerate a 
straddle, but as a matter of geod politics 
would make use of the term “‘ sound money ”’ 
rather than “ gold standard.’’ The position 
of Senator Gear is indorsed in this county. 


Opposed to Silver Free Coinage. 
Decorah, Ia., June 15.—[Special.])—The Re- 
publicans in this part of Iowa do not regard 
a straddle of the money question by the Na-

Clarinda, Ia., June 15.—{Special.]—There 
is a division of sentiment in this coun- 
ty on the financial question. <A great ma- 
jority of Republicans express themselves 
as in favor of sound money, but probably 
three-fourths are opposed to a gold stand- 
ard. Rather than have a gold standard they 
would prefer a straddle. The sentiment is 
for the use of both gold and silver and for 
ar equal treatment of both. This district 
would not support a gold plank. The farm- 
ers would vote by -a large majority for 
restoration of silver to the position it oc- 
cupied prior to the legislation of 1873. 


Keokuk Out and Out for Gold,

Nearly all 
Republicans are ardent McKinley support- 
ers, but many would like to see him nomi- 
nated on a platform recognizing silver. If 
he is not they will vote the Democratic 
ticket, providing the nominee favors free 
coinage. L. G. Seager, a banker of Gilman 
and President of the American Canners’ As- 
sociation, has recently returned from a busi- 
ness tour through the Middle and Western 
States. He is a sound monéy Republican, 
but says from expressions of views he hears 
everywhere McKinley on an exclusive gold 
platform will be defeated. 


Will Be No Split at Burlington. 

Burlington, Ia., June 15.—[Special.]—There 
has been a noticeable strengthening of the 
free silver sentiment among’ Republicans 
since the State conventions and the elec- 
tions in the Northwest. There is, however, 
in this district little danger of a split from 
the party on the national platform, even 
though a strong anti-silver plank goes in. 

There seems to be a growing inclination 
even among the straight-out gold standard 
men to let the silver men down easy by 
omitting the word gold from the party dec- 
laration on the money question. 

What they want is a maintenance of the 
present double standard, with a clear dec- 
laration against the unlimited free coinage 
of silver at any ratio, but they deem it a mat- 
ter of expediency to omit a declaration fora 
single gold standard. 


Dubuque for a Strong Declaration. 

Dubuque, Ia., June 15.—[{Special.}—There 
is no mistaking the sentiment of the Repub- 
licans of Dubuque on the issue of free coin- 
age of silver and sound money. There are 
a few leading Republicans who for months 
past have been advocating the 16 to 1 heresy, 
but the great mass of the party will accept 
no compromise nor straddle. They want a 
declaration for sound money put in the na- 
tional platform, and made as strong as pos- 
sible They will not be satisfied with any- 
thing less, nor with those who would ad- 
vocage anything else. At least 100 tele- 
grams were sent to the delegates on Saturday 
asking thfem to use their best endeavors 
in favor of the present standard. 


Stand Form for Sound Money. 

Cinton, Ia., June 15.—[Special.J]—There is 
no doubt existing here as to the attitude of 
lowa’s delegation on the financial question 
and they are believed to be emphatically in 
favor of sound money and a gold standard. 
Yet their good intentions have been rein- 
forced today by reminders to that effect from 
prominent business-men of this and no doubt 
other cities. Telegrams have been pouring 
in to Iowa delegates from Iowa people urg- 
ing them to stand firm for sound money. No 
fears of their doing anything else are enter- 
tained by prominent party leaders here, 

Confused as to Terms. 

Council Bluffs, Ia., June 15.—[{Special.]—A 
careful canvass of Republican feeling in this 
city regarding the attitude of the lowa dele- 
gation in St. Louis on the financial plank of 
the Republican platform shows that there 
is considerable latitude of opinion between 
the extremes of gold on one side and free 
silver on the other. There is a unanimous 
sentiment for sound money, but a difference 
of opinion as to the meaning of that term. 
There is a unanimity of feeling that the con- 
vention should not attempt to straddle, 
dodge, or evade, but should meet the finan- 
cial issue squarely and boldly. The larger 
element of the party in this section is in fa- 
vor of a ddclaration similar to that of the 
Indiana platform, and are opposed to any 
flaunting of the red rag in the silver men’s 
faces. 


No Wavering at Atlantic. 

Atlantic, Ia., June 15.—[Special.]}—The 
sentiment among the leading Republicans 
in this locality is very strong and outspoken 
against any straddle on the money question. 
They expect an unqualified sound money 
plank to be adopted by the S8t. Louis conven- 
tion. In case this is done, and the Chicago 
convention declares for the free and un- 
iimited coinage of silver, almost all the lead- 
ing Democratic business-men in this city 
will vote the Republican ticket and have so 
declared publicly. There is no wavering here. 


Straddle Condemnation at Davenport, 

Davenport, Ia., June'15.—[Special.]—Scott 
County Republicans unite in condemning the 
attitude of a part of the Iowa delegation at 
St. Louis in straddling on the money ques- 
tion. The party in this county met in con- 
vention on Saturday, and by a resolution 
adopted by unanimous vote declared ‘“‘ That 
we are in favor of maintaining the credit 
of this country on a par with that of any 
other country; that we are in favor of paying 
honest labor and honest debts in honest dol- 
lars; that we are in favor of paying back to 
the depositora in our savings banks as good 
money as they deposited ‘there, and to that 
end we are in favor of retaining the use of 
gold as acirculating medium in the currency 
of our country and as a standard of value, 
and are unalterably opposed to having it 
driven out of circulation and out of use as 
money by the free and even limited coinage 
of silver.”’ 


Gold Standard the War Cry, 

Oskaloosa, Ia., June 15.—[Special.]}—There 
was considerable surprise manifested here 
today upon reading that there was a likeli- 
hood of the Iowa delegation splitting on the 
silver question. The sentiment here has 
been for sound money right along, and gold 
standard has been the war-cry so far in the 
campaign. 


No Concessions to Populists. 

Grinnell, Ia., June 15.—[Special.}—It is 
known considerable free silver sentiment ex- 
ists in Southwestern Iowa. Here, however, 
Republicans express opposition to a strad- 
dle on the money question, the great major- 
ity favoring a sound a There are a 
few free silver Republicans here, but they 
will not vote fora free trade Democrat. This 
county does not want a debased currency 
nor any concession in the financial plank to 
Populigm. An honest dollar and a chance 
to earn it is the Poweshiek platform. 


Divided at Cedar Rapids. 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., June 15.—[{Special.J— 
The Republican sentiment here on the ques- 
tion of the platform to be adopted by the 
National convention is divided. All bankers, 
and those connected with insurance, loan, 
and building associations, and railway of- 
ficials are for a gold standard platform. 
Manufacturers and jobbers generally hold 
the same views. Retail merchants and 
clerks favor bimetallism. In the Burlington, 
Cedar Rapids and Northern shops, where 150 
Republicans are employed, few are for the 
gold standard. The majority favor bimet- 
allism, or at least the continued use of sil- 
ver, while a few are for the free coinage of 
silver. The farmers near here are believed 
to generally favor the coinage of silver to 
be kept on a parity with gold. Very few 
favor free coinaxe. :

BUSINESS-MEN WANT NO STRADDLE 
ON CURRENCY QUESTION, 


They Say the Convention at St. Louis 
Should Declare in No Uncertain 
Terms Against Silwer in the Ratio 
of 16 to 1 or Any Other Ratio Un- 
less Sanctioned by International 
Agreement—See Prosperity in a 
Sound Platform. 

Local business-men are a unit in their de- 
mand that the Republican convention in St. 
Louis shall declare against the free coinage 
of silver and pronounce unqualifiedly for 
the single gold standard. The following in- 
terviews speak for themselves: 

N. W. Harris & Co. said: *‘ In ouropinion 
there should be a straight declaration in 
favor ,.of the present gold standard and 
against the free coinage of silver either in 
the ratio of 16 to 1 or in any other ratio—at 
least until fixed by some,international agree- 
ment. Anything less will indefinitely delay 
the return of prosperity to this country, and 
especially to the West and South, where 
Eastern and foreign capital is so much 
needed for the development of the natural 
resources. 

**It has been our specialty for many years 
to secure capital from the East and abroad 
to develop the resources of the West. Our 
Gaily and weekly experience again and again 
confirms that any considerable amounts of 
Eastern and foreign capita] cannot again 
under any circumstances be induced to go 
into the West and South until the money 
question is settled. This statement is based 
upon information coming to us through our 
wide acquaintance with individual investors 
as well as with the large financial institu- 
tions, 


Want No Dodging. 

** We should like to see the financial ques- 
tion settled so clearly and the financial is- 
sues joined so squarely so-as to permit of 
no evasion or dodging, to the end that the 
financial policy of the Umited States may be 
settled this year once and for all, and do 
away with the financial uncertainties under 
which the country has been trying to do 
business so many years. We have not hes- 
itated to express our views frankly and free- 
ly to our correspondents in the many com- 
munities in the West and South whose se- 
curities we have handled, and especially 
since the discussion has become so general 
as to what the financial policy of the Nation 
should be.’’ 

Said Farson, Leach & Co.: “With Mc- 
Kinley personifying the protection idea, 
standing on an unequivocal hard money 
plank, fixing gold as the absolute standard 
of value, the business of this country can- 
not but revive to an extent that will be as- 
tonishing. Such a plank is the one thing 
we need. With the feeling Among our péo- 


-ple that we are on a sound money basis our 


difficulties are over. wt 

‘“*‘In our: business our friends, who have 
been holding their funds fearing a ‘ strad- 
dle’ and consequent uncertainty, will put 
their money out forthwith. It is an abso- 
lute necessity with us that the Republicans 
stand on a platform that cannot be misun- 
derstood. With the revival of business 
such as this will bring about long before No- 
vember the silverites and other ‘ soft mon- 
dl lunatics will havg been swept into ob- 

vion.”’ 


Gold Standard Demanded. 


Eugene Cary, manager of the German- 
American Insurance company, said: ‘“‘ The 
present gold standard should be maintained 
and the St. Louis convention should declare 
for sound money. The free coinage of silver 
on any basis, except as might be agreed on 
internationally, would prove a serious men- 
ace to the business interests of the country.” 

J. B. Belden, manager of the London and 
Lancashire Insurance company, said: ‘‘ We 
can never have prosperity in this country 
with a doubtful currency. The St. Louis 
convention should declare in no mistakable 
terms for a gold standard. The free coin- 
age of silver by this country would be dis- 
honest, as it would involve the repudiation 
of half our Habilities.”’ 

S. A. Rothermel of the Traders’ Insur- 
ance company, said: ‘‘ The adoption of a 
silver plank in the St. Louis platform might 
aid business for a short time, but fhe reac- 
tion would surely come and securities would 
be seriously affected. This country can never 
prosper under free coinage, unless it should 
be adopted by international agreement. 
Nothing but an out and out gold plank in the 
St. Louis platform will be satisfactory to 
insurance men, who are united in their dread 
of free silver.”’ 


Silver Cranks Must Go. 


Edward M. Teall, President of the Chicago 
Underwriters’ Association, said: “TI be- 
lieve,the Republicans should go before the 
people on a sound money platform, and the 
gold standard is the only one which will 
assure sound money. I have no idea the 
Republican managers will be so foolish as 
to be influenced by the silver cranks, who, 
for the good of the party, should be ruled 
out of it. I certainly cannot vote for free 
silver on any basis.”’ : 

W. J. Littlejohn, manager of the Nerth 
British and Mercantile Insurance company, 
said: ‘‘ The adoption of a gold plank by the 
St. Louis convention will greatly aid in re- 
storing confidence in American securities, 
both at home and abroad. It will do much 
to hasten the return of general prosperity. 
The indorsement of silver would bea serious 
mistake and would have a most depressing 
effect on business.’’ 

Lyon, Gary & Co. want an out and out 
declaration for the single gold standard. 
“The party,’’ said they, “should declare 
against silver, and by so doing define the 
issue sharply Then we would learn where 
the country really stands on the money 
question. As it is now, investors and the 
people generally are waiting expectantly.”’

GOLD MAY BE THE PLANK. 


——— 


SILVER AND GOLD MEN DECLARE 
AGAINST ANY KIND OF STRADDLE. 


Makeup of ‘the Committee on Resolu- 
tiens Shows Three Distinct Fac- 
tions, but Straddlers Are in the 
Minority—Gold Platform May Be 
the Outcome of the Struggle—Sen- 
ator Teller Says There Will Be No 
Bolt—Hopkins Hard at Work. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—[Special.}—Out of 
the free silver conference tonight came a 
proposition which may result in a clear-cut 
declaration on the money question by the 
convention. That that declaration will be 
in.favor of a gold standard is|said to bea 
certainty. The proposition came in this 
form: 

After the. various State caucuses today 
had completed their work and gelected their 
members on:the various committees a count 
of noses was had on the Commiktee on Reso- 
lutions. It was then discovered that that 
committee, like ancient Gaul,) was divided 
into three parts. One faction favors a free 
silver plank, another a gold plank, and the 
third a straddle. 

No one of them is in a majority, although 
the gold men form a trifle the largest sec- 
tion. It was seen from this it would be :m- 
possible to secure from this committee a 
platform either in favor of gold or silver or 
a straddle, as no one faction could muster 
a majority. Out of this condition came a 
bright idea, which is popularly credited to 
Senator Teller. | 

His position is that the silver men are just 
as much opposed to a straddling plank as 
are the gold men. It is a question of either 
one or the/other with them, and they will 
not submit to a compromise. Together the 
gold and the silver.men form a majority 
of the'committee and it is in their power, if 
united, to determine ‘what the committee 


shall do. 

The silver men say they will of course not 
vote for a gold plank, nor do they expect the 
gold men to vote for a silver plank, but there 
is nothing either in ethics or in politics which 
would forbid both factions from agreeing to 
the introduction of two planks, One of these 
planks couid, if necessary, be ¢alled the ma- 
jority report, the other the minority report. 
One would favor a single gold standard, the 
other the free and unlimited colnage. 

Must Fish or Cut Bait. 

On these two reports the convention would 
have to act, and with them theissue between 
gold and silver would be clearly raised, and 
being raised finally determined. With these 
two reports before the convention as the re- 
sult of the deliberation of the Committee 
on Resolutions it is difficult to see, say the 
silver men, how the straddlers could get any 
compromise plank ‘before the convention 
at all. | 

Their only hope for a compromise lies with 
the report of the Committee on Resolutions 
and the acquiescence in that) report by the 
convention.’ But if the committee does not 
report a straddle, but instead the two alter- 
nate planks, one golé and the other silver, 
then the convention would be forced to de- 
cide between them, as it is extremely im- 
probable that any of the advocates of a 
straddle would dare to go so far as to intro- 
duce a straddling plank in the form of a 
second minority report. 

If the convention is thus made to choose 
between gold and silver, without being al- 
lowed any third choice, the free silver men 
are frank in saying it would untoubtedly 
choose the gold standard. Still they insist 
they would much prefer this to any compro- 
mise declaration. In fact, the free silver 
men have no more use for a straddle than 
have the.gold men. 

An effort to concilliate the free silver men 
was made this aftérnoon. How much of 
authority there was back of it nobody 
knows, or, if knowing, will not say, but that 
it was made is undoubted. It came in the 
form of a suggestion carried into the free 
silver camp by Congressman Voorhees of 
Colorado to the effert that if the free silver 
people would cease their demand for a free 
silver plank then assurances would be given 
them that Mr. McKinley, if elected, would 
allow to become a law, without his signature 
any legislation which the free silver people 
might be able to pass Congress. 


Declined by Both Sides. 


The proposition was no sooner made than 
it vas repudiated on all sides. Mr. Hanna 
stated it had been made without any author- 
ity from him, or any one else authorized to 
speak Tor Mr. McKinley, and the free silver 
people declared they did not care whether 
it was made by authority or not, they would 
not accépt it under any circumstances. 

They had, they said, had the same kind 
of assurances made to them before, and 
they had‘always proved worthless. Further- 
more, such a promise was not a thing which 
they could use in a campaign. If they were 
to carry the silver States for the Repub- 
lican ticket they must have a free silver 
plank in the platform in order to secure 
the votes. 

Any convention promise which might be 
made would be useless to them for cam- 
paign purposes, as it would necessarily have 
to be kept secret. Or, if it were used on the 
stump, then it would become a campaign 
issue in other States than the free silver 
ones, and to all intents and purposes might 
as well be put in the platform. What they 
wanted was a clear-cut resolution for sil- 
ver, toy, Beare they could go before their 
people. (Nothing else would satisfy them. 

Since his arrival here Senator Teller has 
quietly repressed all the former loud talk 
about a bolt of the silver delegates in case 
of the adoption pri Aa _ plank, and one 
hears very little about it now. 

Genator, Teller’s position is that it is the 
duty of himself and those agreeing with 
him on financial subjects to make the best 
fight in the convention possible to secure 
the adoption of the kind of a plank they 
want; failing in this, there is nothing left for 
them to do but to go home to their constit- 
uents, inform them of what has been done, 
and allow them to decide the question efter: 
wards at the polls, according to the dic- 
tates of their own conscience. 

Teller Says He Will Not Bolt.

We will put up with no 
straddle. If they try it we will force a bolt 
in the convention on the clear cut proposi- 
tion of silver as against the gold standard. 
‘This will make every delegate show his 
hand, then we can find out just where we 
stand. If the committee puts 4 straightout 
gold plank in its report we will make a 
minority report and get a vote by States in 
the convention."’ 

Senator Dubois of Idaho made a similar 
statement. He also added the question of 
bolting had not been considered by the free 
silver men, and would not be. It might hap- 
pen that some of the free silver delegates 
would walk out if a gold standard plank was 
adopted, but that was a matter for their in- 
dividual consciences, and would not be ar- 
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ving each a half vote.]

Silverites Change Their Plans. 


The delegates from the silver States have 
again postponed their meeting, and it is now 
uncertain whether a joint conference of the 
delegates from the different States will be 
held until after the Committee on Resolu- 
tions acts upon the platform. 

The change of plan is due to the fact that 
some differences of opinion have been devel- 
oped in some of the States as to the most 
advisable course to be pursued. In some 
instances there is a division as to the wis- 
dom of a bolt, whatever the platform 
may be. 

This fact was brought out at the meetings 


F held in the different State delegations today. 


It is believed that it may yet be possible to 
secure an understanding upon which the 
delegates may act together, though it is 
conceded that this is not altogether prob- 
able. 

The division exists In the Montana and 
Utah delegations. The Montana delegation 
is evenly divided, with Senator Mantle head- 
ing the wing favorable to walking out of the 
convention and Senator Carter heading the 
forces opposed to this action, there being 
three delegates on each side. 

In Utah there is a majority favorable toa 
bolt. Senator Brown, who did not stand 
with the other Senators from the silver- 
producing States in their antagonism to the 
Dingley tariff bill, will not bolt. One other 
member of the delegation may stand with 
him, but the other delegates will walk out 
of the convention in case of the adoption of 
a declaration for gold monometallism. 


HOPKINS DOES MISSIONARY WORK. 


Says There Are 60,000 Democratic 
Votes in Chicago for Sound Money. 
St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—[Special.]—John 

Patrick Hopkins, ex-Mayor of Chicago, and 

head of the honest money Democrats of 

Cook County, is doing valuable missionary 

work here in aid of an explicit declaration 

in the platform in aid of the gold standard. 

Mr. Hopkins is here as the guest of Gil 
Prather, a member of the Democratic Na- 
tional committeé from Missouri, who, by the 
way, isan honest money man himself, and 
came down simply to view the convention 
as a matter of personal curiosity. In com- 
pany with Mr. Prather, however, he spent 
the day around the corridors of the Southern 
and Planters’ Hotels, and in some of the 
headquarters where he had personal ac- 
quaintances. . 

Mr. Hopkins in the course of the day was 
introduced to a great many delegates ofa 
greater or less degree of importance, and 
in most of these interviews the money 
plank, which is practically the topic of con- 
versation in St. Louis now, naturally came 
up for discussion. 

To all of his Republican questioners Mr. 
Hopkins was perfectly frank. He told them 
plainly that if this convention would come 
out flatfooted in favor of the gold standard 
there are in Chicago alone 60,000 Democrats 
who undoubtedly would vote the Repub- 
lican national ticket this fall. He told them 
also just as plainly that if the convention 
should adopt a straddle plank these votes 
would be lost to the Republican ticket, and 
probably the great majority of them would 
remain with the Democratic party on the 
principle it was a choice of evils, and they 
would naturally be retained in the Demo- 
cratic ranks through old association. 

Mr. Hopkins furthermore told all of his 
inquirers these votes would also be lost to 
the Republican ticket if an attempt was 
sweet to subordinate the money to the tariff 
ssue. 

“ They are,” he said, “‘ naturally low tariff 
men, and would, of course, on the tariff 
question vote the Democratic ticket. They, 
however, regard the money question as the 
paramount issue this fall, and are willing to 
disregard all their former tariff affiliations 
providing this money question is given the 
prominence they think it deserves, and the 
platform declaration is plain and sound.”’ 

The effect of these frank statements 
from Mr. Hopkins was considerable. It 
was acknowledged on all hands that he 
was.a man able to speak as authority in 
this matter, and since his open declarations 
there is no more talk about the danger of 
losing Illinois on a gold standard platform. 


MATRIMONIAL MARKET IS ACTIVE. 


Italian Couple Rounds Out Evenly 
250,000 Licenses. 

The quarter million mark in marriage 
licenses issued since the great fire of I871 
was passed yesterday, license No. 250,000 
being made out early in the day hearing the 
names of Nicola Berre and Teresa Caputta. 

Had John H. Taylor waited two minutes 
longer before obtaining the license sanc- 
tioning the marriage of Julia Banks and him- 
self, to a native born couple would have 
been accorded the distinction of completing 
the list of half a million hearts and hands 
joined in matrimony in Chicago during a 
little less than twenty-five years. 

In 1871, according to the Merchants’ Chi- 
cago Census Report, issued early in that 
year, the population of the city was 834,270. 
Conservative estimates of the present pop- 
ulation are in the neighborhood of 1,750,000. 
Hence it appears that while the aity has In- 
creased approximately 1,400,000 in the last 
twenty-five years, 500,000 of the inhabitants 
have been married. 

In 1886 Nicola Berre went back to his na- 
tive Village of Oliveta Citra, Italy, and 
there he married the sweetheart of his 
youth, who was then a girl of 18. They 
came back here and lived together nine 
years and had two children. One evening in 
March, 1895, Nicola went home and found a 
pore from his wife saying she had deserted 

im. 

A month ago Nicola told his friend Luis 
Ferrazula that he wanted another wife. 
Luis told him of his sister Teresa, who had 
been living in Italy since the death of her 
husband, Frank Caputta. A contract was 
drawn up and signed by both parties, which 
provided that Nicola should furnish the 
money f the transportation to Chicago 
of Teresa and her little son. If either she 
or Nicola were dissatisfied with the match 
then the money was to be refunded to Ni- 
cola by Luis. 

Teresa arrived in Chicago just a week ago 
yesterday. She took charge of Nicola’s 
home in South Page street. 


ICE DEALERS AFTER THE LICENSES. 


Thirty-three File Applications, Cov- 
ering 484 Wagons in All. 

Thirty-three ice dealers filed their applica- 
tions for licenses with the City Clerk yester- 
day for 484 wagons. The city ordinance re- 
quires that every dealer shall take out a 
license, paying a fee of $10 for each wagon 
ap to fifty, no dealer being required to pay 
more than a total of $500. Each dealer, 
whether he uses one wagon or a hundred, is 
also required to furnish a bond in the sum of 
$5,000 as a guarantee of conipliance with all 
the city ordinances regarding the cutting, 
storing, selling, and delivering of ice. 

Yesterday the five fce inspectors appointed 
by Commissioner Kerr started on their 
rounds. Their. duties are to visit the ice- 
houses and plants and see that the require- 
ments are followed out there, and also to 
carefully inspect the quality of the ice in the 
delivery wagons. 

The largest number of wagons used by a 
single concern is 150, for which licenses were 
taken out by the Knickerbocker Ice com- 
pany, the next to them being the Consumers’ 
Ice company, with fifteen wagons.

EVENTS OF A CITY DAY. 


ANOTHER ALLEGED ATTEMPT AT 
ASSESSMENT FRAUDS. 


Ex-Foreman Martin Murphy Is Placed 
Under Arrest—Chicago Banks Ad- 
vance $30,000 to Assessor Hepburn 
—~Two Physicians at the County Hos- 
Pital Are Suspended—Reinhart and 
Hanley Denied Separate Trials— 
Other Local Matters. 

Anather alléged attempt at fraud in con- 
necti with West Side assessments was 
brought to light yesterday by the police. 
One man is under arrest, but he is said to 
have no authority from Assessor Giffert’s 
office, and it may be a charge of forgery 
will be lodged against him growing out of a 
more he is said to have carried as his creden- 

al. 

The accused is Martin Murphy, an ex- 
fireman, familiarly known as “ Red,” and 
he was arrested at the instance of Miles 
Weller, agent for the Louisville Chair com- 
pany, Nos. 445-47 South Canal street. 

The charges against Murphy are obtaining 
money by false pretenses and disorderly con- 
duct, and they are founded on the alleged ac- 
ceptance of money from Mr. Weller with tho 
understanding the latter’s taxes were to be 
reduced, 

The complainant says he gave the accused 
$5, and upon this point. the police have the 
evidence of Sergt. Roach, who at the time of 
the alleged transaction was concealed be- 
hind a door in Weller’s office. 

The latter says he had negotiated with 
Murphy a few days before to pay him $35, 
for the purpose of tripping him up, and after 
making an appointment with him for yester- 
day morning he called Sergt. Roach into the 
case, thus clinching the evidence. When 
that officer saw what he considered sufficient 
proof of crookedness he stepped from his 
hiding place and arrested the suspect. 

How Murphy Was Trapped. 

Murphy is known to the police from his 
connection with the*’Fire Department. He 
formerly kept a saloon at Desplaines and 
Adams streets. After his arrest he would 
say nothing about the charges against him 
except that a mistake had been made. He 


.was bailed out later, his bondsman being 


Leonard D. O’Hara, No. 318 West Harrison 
street. 

Mr. Weller says a month ago three men 
visited him, and representing themselves as 
Deputy Assessors began to inquire into the 
question of taxes. The complainant says 
Murphy was one of them. He told his 
visitors he was not ready to treat with them, 
for, according to Weller’s story, the men 
threw out liberal hints that they would like 
to “‘square’’ matters. He told them to re- 
turn again as he might entertain their prop- 
osition. This was the last he saw of any of 
them until Saturday, when Murphy ap- 
peared at his office. 

Murphy, he says, gave the name of Stan- 
ley Kay, and offered to renew the former 
propositions made to Weller. The latter 
thought for a moment and then asked his 
visitor to show him his authority. He told 
him he would like to see a note from the 
re office certifying his connection 
wit " 

This the man did not have, so Weller told 


him to return yesterday with the required 


paper, giving the additional excuse for delay 
that he wished to communicate with his 
house in “Louisville. Weller says he agreed 
to pay $25 to Murphy in case he made the pro- 
posed agreement. 


Notifies the Police. 


After the latter departed Weller notified: 
the police, and Sergt. Roach of the Maxwell 
Street Police Station was sent to look after 
the case. He arranged to be present in 
Weller’s office yesterday when Murphy 
should return. This appointment was kept, 
but as Murphy did not appear until 2:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, the Sergeant was 
compelled to wait in hiding several hours. 

When the former did arrive he found Mr. 
Weller conversing with his father, and the 
latter withdrew when, it is said, Murphy 
asked to speak with the head of the office 
in private. Weller says he opened the con- 
versation by telling his visitor he had not 
yet communicated with ‘his Louisville su- 
periors, but he would take matters into his 
own hands and complete the arrangements 
desired. 

“I will advance you $5 now,” he said, 
**and make the rest good when I have heard 
from the South.’’ 

He took the money from his pocket, and, he 
Says, gave it to Murphy. He had hardly 
done so when Sergt. Roach stepped out and 
placed the latter under arrest. 


Tries to Swallow $5. 


The officer says he first of all got pos- 
session of the $5, which, he says, Murphy 
attempted to swallow. It was secured after 
a brief struggle. The man was then taken to 
the police station and locked up. 

The office of Assessor Giffert was com- 
municated with and an effort made to find 
out if the prisonershad any authority. 

Previous to the incident of the $5 Mr. 
Weller had been given a note purporting to 
be signed by William Giffert, West Town 
Assessor. This the latter declared a forgery. 
The note stated that the bearer was all right 
and was to be trusted. It was written in 
lead pencil and may be used in prosecuting 
the prisoner on a more serious charge than 
that now preferred against him. 

Murphy, the police say, is not a Deputy As- 
sessor, and they think he has been represent- 
ing himself as such in more than one in- 
stance. It is expected other charges may 
be lodged against him. 

Mr. Giffert says he will also aid in prose- 
cuting Murphy, and with that end in view 
will send his attorney, Sylvester Abbott, to 
the Maxwell treet police court when his 
case is called. 

““T believe,”’ said the Assessor last night, 
“that this man is the same one who, under 
the name of Miller, has been selling tickets 
to a picnic on the strength of his preten- 
sions. I have not seen him, but he answers 
the description of the other.”

One of the important results of the Indian

clestastical control.” The bill enacts that 
from and after June 30, 1897, “no money 
appropriated for charitable pwrposes shall 
be paid to any church or religious denomina- 
tion or to any institution or society which 
is ander sectarian or ecclesiastical control.” 
That is to say, one year from now there will 
be no further business connection between 
the government and sectarianism. The 
partnership should have been dissolved long 


ago. 


WHAT THE GOLD STANDARD MEANS. 

Some ofthe “compromisers” at St. Louis 
who are demanding a money plank which 
does not contain the word “ gold ” say they 
do so because there are people who think a 
plain declaration in favor of the gold stand- 
ard means that all use of silver must be 
stopped, and that the silver we now have 
will be melted down or shipped out of the 
country to China, Japan, or elsewhere. 

If there are such silly people it is not 
difficult to undeceive them. The straddlers 
ought to do that instead of wanting to spoil 
platforms to allay their absurd fears. 

A declaration in the platform in favor of 
the “ gold standard” is the same thing as 
demanding that all the gold now in circula- 
tion shall remain in use, and that all the 
other money in circulation—silver and 
paper, greenbacks and bank notes—shall 
continue to be employed at gold par value, 
as for the last eighteen years. All forms of 
our money are to be maintained at the gold 
standard of value. 

The gold standard, then, means the reten- 
tion in circulation of every dollar in use 
now, with its purchasing power unimpaired. 
There will be no contraction or diminution 
of the currency, either in quantity or in 
value or working power. 

The free silver standard means the estab- 
lishment of the bullion value of the silver 
dollar as the standard of values. Such a 
change would drive all the gold-outof cir- 
culation and would slump down by one-half 
the value of the silver and paper money, 
which is now upheld at gold parity. 

Then there would be a double contrac- 
tion ofthe currency. The gold third would 
be driven out of the country and the remain- 
ing two-thirds would shrink one-half in 
value or working power. 

So a declaration for the gold standard 
means that the men who make it do not 
propose to change the value of any kind of 
our now par money. They simply desire to 
preserve the status in quo. They wish to 
use the silver we have at the same gold 
value as heretofore. 

But those who are for the substitution of 
thesilver standard are revolutionists. They 
want to drive gold out and to reduce the 
silver money which we now have in circu- 
lation to one-half its present value. 

The convention must be for the gold stand- 
ard: or the silver standard. It should say 
which it favors or prefers.’ Let it be for 
This straddling, 
trimming business is short-sighted cow- 
ardice. Let those weak, timid souls line 
up, vote. right on the vital question, then go 
home and expound the truth to the people. 


IOWA AT THE GREAT CONVENTION. 

It was believed that the entire Iowa dele- 
gation was loyal to Senator Allison and 
would stick by him to the end, even if he got 
no more votes than the twenty-six from his 
own State. But, judging from the St. Louis 
dispatches, there are weaklings in the Iowa 
camp.

Boies 
andtis booby+lather about silver standard 
for “ poor men,” when he really means to 
debase silyer money in order to cheat poor 
men. 

These weak-back statesmen and some of 
the other Iowa delegates are calling for a 
straddling money plank. They say the 
word “ gold” must not appear init. They 
want the Republican party to dodge the 
issue and show the white feather, as they 
are doing. 

The man whom they say they are support- 
ing for the Presidential nomination—Sena- 
tor Allison—does not hold any such views. 
He openly avows himself for the gold stand- 
ard. He went through this city Sunday 
from Washington to Dubuque, and was in- 
terviewed by a TRIBUNE reporter, who said: 

He talked freely, however, concerning the prob- 
able financial plank of the platform, and expressed 
the opinion that it would be a clear-cut declara- 
tion for the maintenance of the present gold 
standard. He said it was practically assured that 
the Democratic party would come out for the free 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1, and nothing remai 
for the Republican party to do but to take a bold, 
unequivocal stand in opposition to it and in favor 
of the maintenance of the present standard. 

The Republican party, he said, was not an en. 
emy of silver, but had always stood for as ex- 
tended a use of it as Was consistent with a main- 
tenance of the parit# between the two metals. 
Under its rule, he said, stiver had attained to an 
extensive use, and the Republican party favored 
this use so long as it did not seem to be a menace 
to the existing standard. 
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sincere in their professions of devotion to 
him is to fall into line behind him and work 
for the money plank he favors. He is a 
better representative of the sentiment of 
Iowa than they are. He knows what the 
Republicans of that State want better than 
the straddlers at St. Louis. He, with his 
good judgment and common sense, under- 
stands that the plank he wants will 
strengthen the party in Iowa by winning 
the votes of tens of thousands of sound 
money Democrats; while the plank they 
want will weaken the party, place it on the 
defensive, and lose Congressional seats— 
not gain them—in the close districts, 

' The Iowa delegates should all come to- 
gether, line up, and plant themselves on a 
sound money plank. If they do not Illinois 
Republicans will be surprised and pained. 
They have been expecting assistan¢e from 
that State this year, as on other oc¢asions. 
Iowa has been on the right side in past 
years. She will be now if the delegates are 
as courageous and sensible as Senator Alli- 
son, their Presidential candidate.

Teller and Dubois are preparing to bolt 
when the St. Louis convention notifies them 
emphatically that it will not have frée silver 
as its money plank. Those individuals 
know that the convention is going to so de- 
clare. Therefore, if they were not mere 
mischief-makers and unscrupulous dema- 
gogues, they would stay away. Gentlemen 
are not in the habit of going where they 
know they are not wanted or welcome and 
do not belong. 7 

Teller and Dubois propose to bolt... Be- 
hind them will march out the representa- 
tives of the sovereign State of Nevada, of 
that powerful Commonwealth called Idaho, 
of the gigantic State of Colorado, of the 
saintly community of Utah, and perhaps of 
Montana. These delegates may be rein- 
forced by those from the Territories of New 
Mexico and Arizona. 

The men who intend to bolt are the hench- 
men of the silver-mine barons of the Rocky 
Mountains. They are cold-blooded, selfish 
men, who, thinking they can mak¢ money 
by free coinage, are ready to wreck the cur- 
rency of thé Nation and every other interest 
in the country to get it. They will be the 
real bolters. ‘ 

What of it if the silver-mine barons do 
order their emissaries to do as much mis- 
chief as they can at St. Louis and then bolt? 
What if the Electoral votes of their States 
are cast against the sound money: Repub- 
lican candidate? Nevada has three votes, 
Utah three, Montana three, Colorado four, 
and Idaho three. There are sixteen in all. 
The party which loses them by declaring for 
honest money will gain three tinies that 
number elsewhere. 

The Pacific coast States will not bolt now 
or in November. Neither will Kansas, 
Nebraska, or the Dakotas, A handful of 
delegates with a handful of Electoral votes 
will go over to the Populists. 

If the men now at St, Louis planning a 
tlieatrical bolt had had any sensé of de- 
cency they would have called themselves 
Populists long ago, and not have gone toa 
Republican convention. 
the silver barons, ordered them to go to 
make trouble, and there they are. 


MURDER OF MARKED ATROCITY. 

Daniel Carroll appears to have aroused a 
special interest among “ medical mén of a 
psychological turn” because of thé delib- 
erate, cold-blooded manner in which he 
murdered Robert Rowan. Carroll and 
Rowan had quarreled mildly in a saloon. 
Carroll went away, returned with a butcher 
knife,’found Rowan standing at the bar, 
plunged the knife into Rowan’s breast, and 
then coolly walked out on the street; where 
he was arrested. He appears little con- 
cerned over the tragedy, which he looks 
upon as an episode of comparatively slight 
importance, and this fact, coupled with the 
other circumstances, leads one physician to 
say: “ He [Carroll] certainly lacked all 
knowledge of moral responsibility. | I shall 
talk with him and study the case?’ ‘The 
public will not share with the medital fra- 
ternity the desire to know how much of a 
moral degenerate Carroll is. In fact, the 
view will be general that the case is simple 
and one that yields to the most casual in- 
vestigation. Carroll’s type of degeneracy 
is of the vicious brute that kills without 
compunction before or after the deed. He 
appears to be exactly the kind of being that 
gives warrant for'a law providing death for 
murder and that makes a commuhity re- 
joice that such 'a law exists. The physician 
who wants “to talk with him and study 
him,” presumably as he ‘would study the 
peculiarities of a mad dog, must hurry or 
it will be too late if justice is as swift as the 
atrocity of the crime demands. There is 
no room in Chicago, even in its juils, for 
murderers of the Carroll type. 


THE LITERARY HUB OF THE WEST. 

When next Sir Walter Besant visits Chi- 
cago he had better come via Canada or San 
Francisco. There will henceforth lurk for 
him an unhealthy miasma in the atmosphere 
of New York. He has openly recognized 
the advent of Chicago into the jealously 
guarded group of literary and publishing 
centers. 

In an introduction to Stanley Waterloo’s 
“An Odd Situation,” Sir Walter remarks 
upon the marked tendency of literary cen- 
ters to decrease rather than increase in num- 
ber. London has swallowed up Edinburg 
and Dublin, and even Melbourne and Syd- 
ney. New York is absorbing Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, and a good) deal of 
Canada. But Chicago is the tail of no- 
body’s kite. As Sir Walter says: | 

During the last five or six years there has sprung 
up in the City of Chicage a new lite center 
and a new center of publishing. There exists in 
this city of a million inhabitants, which sixty 
years ago was but a kind of Barbican, or ad- 
vanced post, against the red Indian, 4 company 
of novelists, poets, and essayists who are united, 


if not by associations and clubs, at least by an 
earnest resolution to cultivate letters. | 


He then goes on to show why this is 
not a temporary provincial movement like 
that of the Litchfield coterie. Though be- 
hind the times to the extent of some 700,000 
on the subject of population, he yet rea- 
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up out of the suburb called Indianapolis, 
and rounds up the names with that of Stan- 
ley Waterloo. When one fills in all the 
chinks and crevices of the list with the 
sundry hyndreds whom Sir Walter has in- 
advertentily forgotten, but whose names can 
be learned from the persons themselves by 
the use of a little tact to overcome their 


' modesty, the showing of Chicago as a 


literary center is altogether hopeful at the 
present instant, to say nothing of the future. 

Yet it may as well be admitted that an 
occasional literary enterprise does succumb 
to centrifugal force and fly away toward 
the East, and that New York still has 
enough of the ragged remnants of former 
literary supremacy to feed its jealous 
hatred. Sir Walter, being forewarned, is 
forearmed. It needs but to be added that 
he is welcome to establish his literary 
penates on the highest Chicago skyscraper 
whenever he pleases. 


FRENCH CRIMINAL STATISTICS, 

A recent compilation of the criminal sta- 
tistics of France for a year shows such a 
marked preponderance of males that one is 
led involuntarily to congratulate the gentler 
sex on its successful resistance to the de- 
generacy of the times. There are. certain 
aspects of the transitorial stage of woman 
which she is now experiencing that may in- 
duce her to look on this favorable showing 
as an objectionable submission to man- 
made faws, and she may in fact show hu- 
iniliation that she has been subjected to 
such unsolicited and unsanctioned re- 
straints. It is not impossible that among 
the “emancipated” contingent whose 
strides have been more rapid there may ap- 
pear a resentment at this demonstration 
that because of laws “ arrogantly imposed 
without her consent ”’ she is not allowed to 
“live her own life,” to “ realize herself on 
the lines of her own individuality,” or to at- 
tempt any of those explgits which have 
brought the male prisoners in such conduct 
in collision with the police. 

This feeling may be emphasized by the 
reflection that in France, where the dis- 
parity in crime is so exceptional, the emanci- 
pation movement has been of slow growth 
and the restraint of man’s rule is there- 
fore felt there more heavily. The figures 
show that out of 4,269 persons brought be- 
fore French tribunals in this year covered 
by the statistician only 596 were women. 
Among a certain class of women who have 
not been sufficiently inspired with emanci- 
pation enthusiasm this apparent proof of 
moral superiority to the masculine members 
of the species will be a source of gratifica- 
tion. But among the others to whom such 
proof or any proof is superfluous it is to 
be feared that in this flattering picture she 
will see only a reflection on her own sub- 
servience to man’s decrees. But a mas- 
culine student who has not the same rea- 
sons for viewing the statistics with dissat- 
isfaction, and can only contemplate them 
in respectful wonder, offers a suggestion 
through the London Chronicle that may 
prove to be balm to the wounded pride of 
the emancipated sect. ; 

One of the most cynical of French re- 
flections on the women was responsible for 
the expression, “ There’s always a woman 
at the bottom of it,” and the English stu- 
dent suggests that by applying the idea to 
the French statistics some vastly different 
conclusions may be reached. “ Search for 
the woman ” is the translation of the origi- 
nal French cynicism, and there should be 
comfort to the “ advanced” in the reflec- 
tion. With this new light on the French 
figures it is easy to see that the paltry 506 
includes only those women who were 
caught. They can stand as the “ women 
at the bottom of” a similar number of 
cases in the male list, and the inference is 
obvious that in the remaining male cases, 
@&ithough the woman was not caught, there 
is no reason to believe she was not “ at the 
bottom of it.””. Indrawing a comparison be- 
tween che morality of the sexes, therefore, 
evidently it would be unfair to accept these 
French figures without rectifying them by 
some acceptable standard, and the women 
who may have been humiliated by the 
showing can adopt any standard that suits 
themselves. Whether this French maxim 
would apply as generally among the women 
of other countries cannot be determined, but 
it can be regarded as sufficiently universal 
to warrant the emancipated sisterhood in 
holding up its head in scorn if an adverse 
critic attempts to impugn their indepen- 
dence by any criminal statistics.

The following table gives the population 
in 1890 of the States which Teller ‘is to 
stampede this fall and carry out of the Re- 
publican camp, and also their Electoral vote.

These bolting States number less than 
half that of Wisconsin or Iowa, and hardly 
a fifth as many people as Illinois or Ohio. 

The claim may be made that those States 
have gained in population since 1890. Prob- 
ably they have, but not so much as the 
other States of the Union. These Rocky 
Mountain communities are slow-growing 
ones. The spirit of free silver 50-cent dol- 
lar dishonesty, which is rampant there, re- 
pels immigration and capital. What hon- 
est man wants to settle in a community or 
loan his money where repudiation of con- 
tracts is held up as a virtue?

Mas. WARNER, speaking for the Missouri 
delegation, says:

Determination to Carry Passengers 
More Quickly—New Lines of the Cal- 
umet Electric Are Opened—Lake 
Street “ L.” Operated by Electricity 
~—Diamond Match and New York Bis- 
euit Firm but Dull. 

Receiver Hopkins of the Alley “I,” pro- 
poses cutting the running time of trains be- 
tween Congress street and Sixty-third street 
and Stony Island avenue from thirty-five 
minutes, the present running time, to twen- 
ty-eight minutes. There will be no express 
service inaugurated and trains will stop at 
all stations as heretofore, but more steam 
will be put on and faster time will be made 
between stations. A saving of seven min- 
utes in the running time will. be made 
through the change which the receiver wil! 
inaugurate. The reason for this cutting 
down of time lies in the loss of passengers 
sustained by the Alley “L.” During the 
month of May the daily average traffic was 
only $4,204, a falling off of 4,000 from the 
traffic of the preceding month. The fast time 
made by the Illinois Central takes from the 
road nearly all the traffic in Sixty-third 
street within three or four blocks of the 
Illinois Central stations. The slow time of 
the Alley “‘ L,’’ combined with a reduction 
in time on the Cottage Grove avenue cars, 
has resulted in the Alley “ L"’ losing more 
of its traffic to the cable road. It has be- 
come necessary for the Alley “L” to do 
something to keep its passenger traffic. A 
shortening of time was the only thing prac- 
ticable, and so it has been decided upon. 
It is likely to result in an increase in operat- 
ing expenses, which have been heavy. «An 
increase in speed means more than a corre- 
sponding increase in the expense of opera- 
tion. 

The Alley “L"™ has been getting some 
additions to its traffic, but it has been of a 
more or less unstable character. The open- 
ing of the Coliseum added more than 5,000 
passengers to the daily average, but the 
Coliseum is not now in use, and during a 
considerable portion of the time it must of 
necessity remain unoccupied. The Calumet 
Electric has made connections with the 
Alley “L.” at South Park avenue, and this 
has resulted.in a further increase. All the 
additions to the traffic, however, have not 
been sufficient to make up for the gradual 
losing of patronage. The receiver hopes 
the reduction in time will have the effect of 
bringing back some of the traffic which has 
been lost. 


Calamet Electric Opens New Lines. 


The Calumet Electric Street railway began 
the operation of some of its new lines on 
Sunday and the traffic which followed the 
opening was such ag to tax the capacity of 
the line. The Calumet Electric connects 
with the Alley "L” at South Park avenue 
and Sixty-third street. There were opened 
yesterday the lines on South Park and St. 
Lawrence avenues, which give a connection 
for the main lines of the company direct with 
the elevated road. Lines were opened dur- 
ing last week on Seventy-third street, Rail- 
road avenue, Seventy-eighth street, Lake 
and Bond avenues, running to Cheltenham 
and Manhattan Beach, and a continuation 
of the main South Chicago line on Avenue N, 
Avenue L, and One Hundred and Eighth 
street through the heart of South Chicago to 
Roby. Another line running west on One 
Hundred and Third street from Michigan 
avenue to Washington Heights will be com- 
pleted during the present week. This will 
give the Calumet Electric eighty-five miles 
of track, on which there are now being oper- 
ated over 200 cars. 

The Calumet Electric now has plans under 
consideration for an inclined plane or an ele- 
vated way at South Park avenue and Sixty- 
third street up Which its cars could be run, 
making connection at grade with the Alley 
“LL.” The building of such a connection 
would undoubtedly have the effect of in- 
creasing traffic on the surface line as well as 
on the elevated. 

The new line of the Calumet Electric to 
Roby has made a considerable shortening 
of running time over that of existing lines. 
The cars on the new line will make the run 
from Sixty-fourth and Stony Island to Roby 
in thirty-five minutes, which is twenty min- 
utes shorter than that of the South Chicago 
City railway. No reports are made as tothe 
operations of the Calumet Electric. The 
stock is practically all held by Farson, Leach 
& Co., who will not give out figures on traffic 
or operating expenses. 

Electricity on the Lake Street “ L.” 

The Lake Street Elevated railroad is now 
Trains be- 
gan running by electricity on Saturday 
night and Sunday and yesterday the new 
motive power was given a practical test. 
So far it is working-very well and officials 
of the company are making predictions as 
to the great saving which will be effected 
through the substitution of motive power.

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pany at the North Chicago rolling mills 
joined the ranks of the strikers yesterday 
and practically tied up the mills. 

The move was made after an ineffectual 
attempt at an understanding between the 
men, who are members of the Amalgamated 
Iron and Steel Workers’ Association, and 
Supt. Heron. 

Differences as to the scale of wages to be 
paid have existed ever since the mills started 
up two weeks ago. Some of the men went 
on strike several days ago and their places 
were filled by men from Phoenixville, Pa., 
until these were also ‘induced to join the 
. 2trikers, 

The trouble as it now stands is a difference 
of opinion between Supt. Heron and the men 
as to the amount of a day’s work for them- 
selves and the mill, the men, in the opinion 
of « the Superintendent, greatly overes- 
timating the work which they can do. As 
soon as the fires were drawn yesterday 
morning the heaters called on the Superin- 
tendent and asked for a definite statement of 
what they were going. to receive. It was 
unsatisfactory. 

At 3 o’clock the men who had come from 
Pennsylvania to fill the places of the strik- 
ers, and who had gone on strike themselves, 
called on the Superintendent and asked for 
another conference. 

There was no disposition on the part of the 
company to recede from its former offer of 
$2.50 for fifty tons’ and the mierwere not in- 
clined to retract their first demand of $6 per 
100 tons. The latter did, however, consent 
to an agreement of 85 per one hundred tons, 
counting this as a day’s work, which the 
men say was laughed at by the Superin- 
tendent. 

The strikers then demanded their pay and 
the Superintendent told them they could 
have it today. 

The strike is a serious blow to the com- 
pany, which has a 30,000-ton contract for 
the iron on the “ L.” loop, and is said to have 
another big contract for the one-mile ex- 
tension of the Lake Street “ L.”’ 

The entire misunderstanding seems now to 
hinge on the different ideas of what the men 
can do in a day’s work. The strikers think 
they are good for 100 tons per day and the 
Superintendent thinks the mill and the men 
Cannot turn out over seventy tons at most. 
The $5 now. asked for by the men is on the 
assumption a day’s work means an output 
of 100 tons. 

The crisis in the strike is to come today or 
tomorrow. It is said that the next move on 
the part of the company will be to secure 
non-union men. It is likely that the men 
will use every effort to induce the new men 
to quit, even to the point of using force. 
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Insurance Commissioner Craig of Tennessee has 
sent out a circular in which he reminds property- 
owners of the value of fire urance, and sug- 
gests what must be done to secure lower rates. 
With the circular Mr. Craig sends a copy of his 
annual report. In regard to his work the Com- 
missioner says: 

‘*I am not only earnestly endeavoring to pro- 
tect the property-owners of the State by closely 
watching the financial condition of the com- 
panies, but I am also investigating to the best of 
my ability the cost of fire insurance, with a view 
of devising some plan by which it may be re- 
duced. It cannot be gainsaid but that insurance 
is a burden to the property interests of the coun- 
try, and this Is especially true of this State, as 
evidenced by the fact that the average rate of 
premium charged on Tennessee business in 1895 
was $1.64, while the average rate charged by the 
sume companies on all risks written in the United 
States was only $1.08. I think it is possible to 
create conditions which will render profitable 
fires less possible, and induce more care on the 
part of the insured, thus decreasing the fire loss. 
All fire insurance is necessarily mutual, since it 
is the distributing of the losses sustained by the 
few to the entire body of the insured, and the 
companies are nothing more, in reality, than re- 
ceiving and distributing agents. You may be 
assured that companies cann by the aid of 
tariff associations or any other form of combina- 
tion, maintain rates which the records of expe- 
rience prove to be excessive, although it may be 
possible that the reduction does not follow as rap- 
idly as it should, and in the end rates and losses 
will adjust themselves each to thé other. It fol- 
lows that the only way to secure lower rates is to 
lessen the fire loss.”’

1. An illustration is not an argument, 
though some people unwisely accept it as 
such. | 

® This.ilustration is not sound, because 
the two cases are not parallel. Beef and 
pork are simply commodities, whilst gold 
and silver are commodities plus something 
% else. That is, gold and silver have a special 
money function, and are a measure and 
standard of value. 

8. Suppose the chief nations who use meat 
* have already clearly defined that meat with 
them means beef, and that for them rk 
is only an incid@ntal and subsidiary food, 
and consequently very cheap. Now, once on 
a time, we, being hungry, borrowed meat 
from them—their meat (beef). Would it be 
honest to pay them back pork, which is very 
cheap in their markets, and which they do 
not eat? Isthat the American way? If they 
suspect that we contemplate such action 
_ will they not be wise to call in their debts 
before we can execute our purpose? 

4. If we restore pork to the category of 
meats, and allow it to be eaten, we, of course, 
increase its price. The result will be that 
all other countries where pork is cheap be- 
cause not eaten wil) ship their pork here 
to be sold, and will swamp our markets? 

5. Pork will become so plentiful and cheap 
that people will eat it to the injury of their 
stomach, which will be unable to digest so 
much. And beef will have either to come 
down in price or else be shipped to coun- 
tries where dt will command better prices. 
It will surely do the latter, and we will beon 
a pork basis. 

This beefy and porcine argument smells 
of Coin’s shop; but the man who urged it 
is in good faith. I know him to be humane, 

triotic, and honest. Yet therein lies the 
reat danger of the hour—that good men 
should be caught by such unsound theories. 
Surely, surely, it should be evident to all 
reflecting men that free coinage by this 
country alone will produce: First, a panic 
by frightening our creditors; second, an.in- 
flation of cheap silver by inviting all the 
cheap silver of the world; and, third, a con- 
traction in value of currency and by ex- 
pelling gold. Furthermore, it will lead to

MORE POINTS. 
In addition to what our correspondent says 
is the following: ¥ 
1. The gold standard does not mean an 
exclusively gold money; but does mean 
» keeping at par with gold the purchasing 
power of the other kinds of currency. It 
means that the present 500 millions of silver 
dollars and certificates, together with 550 
millions of greenbacks and national bank- 
notes now in circulation, are to be retained 
in circulation and kept at parity with gold 
in working value. That is what the “ gold 
etandard ** means. 
2 On the other hand, the free — 
tandard means no beef, no mutton, no tur- 
nee. no chicken—nothing but cheap, coarse 
pork, nothing but silver having only the 
money value of the bullion in a silver dollar, 
and that is about 50 cents. The next time

As measured by human labor, gold has de- 
creased instead of increased in the last fifty 
years about one cent per annum, so that it 
means a half less than it did fifty years ago. 
The poor man’s labor for which the Rockford 
employer paid 141 gold value dollars in 1880 
cost him in 1890 159 gold value dollars, ard 
the purchasing power of the wages increased 
nearly 20 per cent in the same ten years, 
while wages increased 11 per cent. The 
“poor man ” gained at both ends, for he was 
getting cheaper goods and more gold. While 

_the value of gold has fallen as measured by 
human labor, the price paid by the borrower 
for the use of it has fallen also. It costs 
much less to borrow good money than it did, 
so the man who borrowéd on his farm at 
10 per cent in 1870 or 1878 can get his loan 
renewed now, if it has not been paid off, at 
6percent. The use of borrowed capital costs 
him 40 per cent less than it did. The gold 
#®tandard has not been changed, but Roberts 
wants to change it.

DOWN ARTIFICIAL LIGHTS, 


Spinners of Glass Produce Wonderful 
Effects in All Colors—Venetian Reds, 
Amber, Delft Blues, Chrome Yel- 
lows, and Shell Pinks Are Popular— 
Silk and Crepe Paper in Greatest 
Demand—Frames Now Have Six 
Points and Are Easily Covered. 

Now that the summer evenings are 
here, the question of lights is a most per- 
plexing one. No sooner is the gas turned on 
than all sorts of bugs and insects, attracted 
from without by the glare, flutter in. It 
matters not if there are screens at all the 
windows and doors. The little pests manage 
to spy every crevice and they creep in through 
apertures infinitesimal. Aside from the an- 
noyance the glare of a light gives the ap- 
perance of heat, even if the actual rise in 
temperature is not noticeable.
